SOLID FOR SHEPARD 


Leader McCooey Announces That 





the Democratic Legislators Will 
All Support Him for Senator. 





MURPHY CONTROL IN DANGER 





if the Brooklyn Delegation Stands Out 
Against Him His Party Strength 
Will Be Weakened. 





John H. McCooey, Democratic leader 
of Kings County, made formal announce- 
ment yesterday that he is for Edward M, 
Shepard for United States Senator, and is 
confident that the united Brooklyn Dem- 
ocratic delegation in the Legislature will 
vote for him. Mr. Shepard”’s chances con- 
sequently improved, and it was generally 
admitted that the situation was material- 
ly changed. 

Among politicians it was regarded as 
significant that Mr. McCooey’s statement 
as to the attitude of the Brooklyn De- 
mocracy followed a visit paid by him to 
Mdyor Gaynor on Monday afternoon. 
The belief obtained that the Kings County 
leader, in his conference with the city’s 
Chief Executive, had seen a light. 

The Democratic legislators from Kings, 
at a conference held before the opening 
of the session at Albany, agreed to vote 
as a unit on matters of importance coming 
up in the Legislature. It was understood 
that the “‘important matters”’ included 
the election of a United States Senator. 

The Shepard Committee, of which Will- 
iam Church Osborn, Gov. Dix’s legal ad- 
viser, is Chairman, issued a jubilant stute- 
ment through Montgomery Hare, mana- 


ger of the Shepard campaign, in which 


the election of Mr, Shepard was confi- 
dently predicted. 

When interviewed before Mr. McCooey’s 
announcement Leader Murphy of Tam- 
many Hall was as non-commital as usual 
on the question of the Senatorship. He 
could not be found last night, and was 
probably inaccessible at his home at 
Good Ground, L. I, 

Politicians expressed a good deal of in- 
terest as to what Mr. Murphy will have 
to say about tbe new turn in affairs, and 


- what effect the possible defection of the 


Brooklyn delegation in the Legislature 
would have on his control, should he de. 
cide to oppose Mr. Shepard. It was gen- 
erally admitted that it is an open ques- 
tion whether Mr. Murphy could get 
enough votes up State to retain his con- 
trol should the Brooklyn men persist in 
standing out against him, 

Mr. Murphy has never committed him- 
self on the Senatorship, but there have 
been indications that he would rather see 
the Democratic caucus select some one 
othe: .han either Mr. Shepard or Wiiliam 
¥F. Sheehan, The long silence of the wing 
of the organization in Mr. Shepard’s home 
county was taken as significant and even 
as ominous when the delegation met at 
Brooklyn Democratic Headquarters last 
week and adjourned without indorsing 
Mr. Shepard. Mr. McCooey, in his state- 
ment, said: 

“I can only repeat publicly what I have 
heretofore said privately, that I am and 
always have been for Mr. Shepard, and 
that I have found the sentiment in Kings 
County overwhelmingly for him. This is 
true of the regular Democrats, who are 
always with the organization; of the in- 
dependent voters who were with us in 
the last election, and of the Republicans 
who abstained from voting. The organi- 
zation recognizes this prevailing senti- 
ment and will represent it. 

“The desire of the organization is to 
represent the Democracy of Kings Coun- 
ty and attract the independent voters by 
deserving their support. I have no doubt 


that the Democratic Senators and As-' 


semblymen from Kings County will unan- 
imously support Mr. Shepard’s candidacy, 
**T have never encouraged a caucus and 


am not inclined to deprive the Senators 
and Assemblymen of their inalienable 
right to exercise their own judgment.

LATHAM’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


Machine Wrecked at San Francisco, 
but Airman Is Quite Unhurt. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 10.—Hubert 
Latham, the young French aviator, had 
a remarkable escape from deash on the 
aviation field here to-day. In his second 
flight of the afternoon he encountered 
adverse wind conditions that forced him 
to descend suddenly after he had attained 
a height of about thirty feet. 

Alighting, he crashed into a fence, com- 
pletely wrecking his Antoinette mono- 
plane. The body of the craft was broken 
into three pieces, breaks occurring just in 
front and behind the driver’s. seat. 
Latham ‘sat tigh’ and escaped without a 
scratch, while Lis machine splintered 
about him. The engine was badly dam- 
aged, both blades of the propeller were 
snapped off short, the planes were torn 
into strips, and one wheel of the running 
gear was wrenched completely off. 

When an army ambulance which dashed 
out from Camp Selfridge, near which the 
accident occurred, reached the aviator, 
Latham was found ruefully inspecting the 
wreck of his machine and puffing hard 
on a consoling cigarette. 

Latham was distinctly ‘‘ blue’’ over his 
mishap, and declared that he probably 
would not be able to participate further 
in the local meet. Later his mechanicians 
took a more hopcful view of the situation, 
and said they might be able to repair the 
Antoinette and have it ready for service 
by next Saturday. 

‘This is the second machine wrecked by 
Latham in his last two éngagements, his 
first mishap having occurred at the re- 
cent Los Angeles meeting. 

Early in the afternoon Latham made a 
short exhibition flight to try out the air 
currents, and an hour later he set out on 
his second and disastrous trial with the 
intention of trying some target shooting. 
He had a shotgun within easy reach when 
the smash came. 

To-day’s exhibition developed nothing 
else of a spectacular nature, Threatening 
weather kept enthusiasts in the city, and 
only a moderate-sized crowd was on hand 
when Eugene Ely of the Curtiss camp 
began the programme with a short flight. 


ACCEPTS SUGAR TRUST OFFER 


Government Takes $700,000 In Setle- 
ment of All Drawback Claims. 


United States Attorney Henry A. Wise 
announced last night that the Govern- 
ment had accepted the offer of a settle- 
ment of the drawback claims against the 
American. Sugar Refining Company, as 
had been suggested in dispatches from 
Washington. In this settlement the Gov- 
ernment receives $700,000, as against a 
possible recovery of $865,000 if legal pro- 
cesses were pushed to a successful con- 
clusion in every instance. 

It is said that no further action is in 
contemplation, as the Government authori- 
ties are of the opinion that the errors out 
of which the claims arose were due to 
careless practices which allowed free 
sugar to get into preducts intended for 
export, rather than to intentional effort 
to defraud the United States. 

The draw-back system under the tariff 
law is intended to allow a rebate of duty 
to the manufacturer who imporis an afti- 
cle or product which, after undergoing 
manufacturing processes in this country, 
is sent out in the export trade. In, thé 
ease of the American Sugar Refining 
Company charges were made in Novem- 
ber, 1909, that sugar received at a reduced 
duty from the Philippines and Cuba, and 
duty free sugar from Porto Rico, as well 
as domestic sugar, had been going into 
the trust’s export product on which draw- 
backs were allowed. The charges in- 
volved both the New Orleans and Jersey 
City Refineries. 


AIDS PROHIBITION HOSPITAL. 


Wardwell Bequest for Red Cross in- 
stitution if It Continues to Bar Alcohol. 


The New York Red Cross Hospital will 
receive $100,000 provided it continues its 
policy of the non-use of alcoho! as a medi- 
eal agent, under the will of William T. 
| Wardwell, for many years treasurer of the 
|Standard Oil Company and the Prohibi- 
‘tion candidate for Governor in 1900. The 
| bequest goes into effect at the death of 
'Mrs. Wardwell. _ 

The will provides that the hospital shall 
'avyoid even tinctures of alcohol when 
| equally desirable action can be obtained 
ifrom fluid extracts or alkaloids and re- 
‘duce to a4 minimum the use of other nar- 
cotic or potent drugs ‘“‘ which might in- 


























| duce habit or produce injurious after ef-

CARNEGIE HINTS AT 
~ NEW MEDICAL GIFT 


A Skillful Appeal, He Says, 
Might Make Him Think Again of 
New York University’s School. 








GIVES PRAISE TO DOCTORS 





Observes They’re Giving Their Lives 
to Save Their Fellow-Men_ In- 
stead of Killing Them In War.

Andrew Carnegie, in a speech in the 
auditorium of the Carnegie Laboratory of 
New York University yesterday, inti- 
mated that the Medical School of that in- 
stitution would receive another large do- 
nation from him if the need of a fund 
were shown. This half promise was re- 
ceived with great applause by the audi- 
ence which had assembled to celebrate 
the opening of the new Carnegie Labora- 
tory extension, the new building toward 
the construction of which Mr. Carnegie 
Zave $75,000. 

The ironmaster’s remark came at the 
close of his address. Mr. Carnegie had 
just referred to the fact that the original 
Carnegie Laboratory had been built twen- 
ty-five years ago and that it was one of 
the first of his public gifts. Turning to 
Dr. Biggs of the New York University 
Faculty, who had just spoken and who 
sat at his side, he said: 





‘* This institution is one of my very first | 


children. I have not seen as much of it 
as I should have liked to, but I 


you that to-day has brought back all my | 
original store of love for it, and I shall | 


never forget that it is in the honored list 
of universities of America. If some beg- 
gar comes around with the proper insin- 
uating manner, as I believe .Dr. Biggs 
could most successfully assume, I assure 
you that I will give the matter very care- 
ful consideration.’’ 

When Dr. Biggs was asked by a TIMES 
reporter after the meeting whether he 
would call on Mr. Carnegie, as suggested, 
he smiled and declared that he could say 


nothing definite. Dr. MacCracken, Syn- 
dic of the university, was equally reti- 
cent, but it is believed that negotiations 
for another bequest for the Medical School 
from the Carnegie coffers will soon He 
initiated. 

Mr. Carnegie was introduced by the 
Rev. George Alexander, President of the 
University Council and Chairman of the 
meeting, as ‘‘ Doctor of Laws, apostle of 
peace, benefactor of New York Univer- 
sity, and the rest of mankind.”’ Mr. Car- 
negie, replying, said: 

‘It is a very great privilege for me to 
be present upon this occasion. The vari- 
ous speakers have recalled pleasant mem- 
ories of the past. One man, however, has 
not been mentioned. He is Dr. Dennis, 
the first beggar who ever approached me 
on behalf of New. York University. 

‘‘T have been ruminating upon the past 
25 years since Dr. Dennis first speke to 
me about an institution for the study of 
bacteriology. Imagine what has_ taken 
place since that time. Can you believe 
that twenty-five years ago there was no 
such institution, and that this is the first 
of its kind? The wonders that are going 
on around us make one wish that he could 
live forever. I should like to live to sec 
that future day when man will be perfect. 
Whatever comes must be improvement on 
the past. There is no limit to the triumphs 
of man. My opinion is that our race will 
continue to live on this earth and reach 
absolute perfection here. 

‘*Since leaving business, I have been 
associated a great deal with people whose 
thoughts are not of self. can name 
scores of men and women who are very 
good, in fact, if they were much better, 
they would be good for nothing. 

“T fully agree with the estimate which 
Dr. Alexander has placed upon the medi- 
cal profession. Years ago when, war was 
the only trade, the heroes were killing’ or 
maiming their fellowmen when they were 
not eating them. Now, those of the medi- 
cal profession spend their lives in saving 
their fellows. I believe that the highest 
worship of God is the service of man, and 
those two men certainly served mankind.” 

Referring to his motives in granting be- 
quests to institutions, Dr. Carnegie con- 
tinued: 

‘Dr. Billings is the greatest beggar I 
ever met. He convinced me that New 
York needed seventy-eight branch li- 
braries, and before he left me, I promised 
him a $5,000,000 gift. When, later, people 
began to congratulate me on making the 
gift, I said ‘ Don’t congratulate me on 
that, but congratulate me rather upon 
the bargain which I made with New York 
City to support those libraries. I deserve 
no credit for giving my money away, but 
I am proud that I can make men con- 
tribute their share in the erection of great 
institutions. Libraries are not my work 
alone. Every man in the city, has un- 
consciously, to contribute his share in 
their support. I believe in making people 
contribute their money and services, and 
I give my money away on those condi- 
tions,”’ 

Mr. Carnegie paid a high tribute to Drs. 
Welch and Billings. 

9 the subject of simplified spelling, he

‘““When the girls of Wellesley College 
got into difficulties over spelling and they 
argued that they should be permitted to 
use the simplified system, thé President of 
that institution replied: ‘You have your 
arguments, but we have our prejudices.’ 

‘‘Well,’’ added Mr. Carnegie, ‘“a man 
who knows he has prejudices will soon 
get over them.’”’ 

Other speakers of the afternoon were 
Dr. William H. Welch, M. D. LL. D., and 
President of the American Medical So- 
ciety; Herman M. Biggs, M. D. LL. D., 
and Secretary of the New York University 
Medical Faculty, and Jerome D. Greene, 
General Manager of the Rockefeller In- 
stitute. 

‘‘Physicians have enormous opportuni- 





ties for doing harm or good, and it is: 
largely a matter of preparation and medi-| 
cal training,’’ observed Dr. Biggs. ‘‘ The 
Carnegie Laboratory has always been a 
teaching laboratory. It has not been one 
of attract scientific investigators, fFts 
aim has been to train men to be success- 
ful practicioners.’’ 

Dr. Biggs then referred to the New York 
City Health laboratories, saving: 

‘*Those were the first municipal labora- 
torfes of the world and their construction 
followed and was inspired bv the origina! : 
Carnegie Laboratory. There are 50,000 
less deaths every year in New York City 
than would occur if the death rate were 
the same as it was eighteen or twenty 
years ago.”’ 

In closing Dr. Biggs hinted that other 
bequests to the New York University Med- 
ical School would be very welcome. This 
is what led Mr. Carnegie to intimate that 
he would be willing to give more. 

Jerome D. Greene, General Manager of 
the Rockefeller Institute, made a short 
address in which he said: 





‘“The world needs more of the scientific | 
spirit, both in the field of medicine, and ' 
in all other fields of human experience. | 
After a long period of misjudgment and / 
injustice the community is beginning to: 
realize that the spirit of science so far'| 


self-assertive, is characterized by quali- 
ties which are quite the opposite of these. 
The man of scientific temper is -modest, 
quiet, patient, disinterested and forever 
open-minded. If he is to be a productive 
worker he must have a fertile imagination, 
with improbable, and often fmpossible, vis- 
ions before his eyes, as the incentive by 
which, working patiently from step to: 
step and fact to fact, he presses on to the 
goal which he finally realizes, but which 
at the beginning was illuminated not by 
scientific perception but by imagination.” 

Dean Egbert Le Fevre of the Medical 
School presented to Mr. Carnegie, On be-- 
half of the laboratory staff, four volumes 
containing _researches in medical science 
which have been published by members of 
the staff during the last few years. The 
volumes are specially bound in morocco, 
with inscriptions in Mr, Carnegie’s honor,

FEAR BROKERS DIED 
IN A $4,000,000 FIRE 


Two Officers of Grain Firm Miss- 








ing After Cincinnati Chamber 
of Commerce Burns. 





SEVEN FIREMEN ARE HURT 





250 Diners Driven to the Street from 
Two Banquets When Stove Explodes 


—Valuable Records Burn.

CINCINNATI, Jan. 10.—Fire destroyed 
the $1,000,000 Chamber of Commerce 
Building here to-night. It is reported by 
the police that B. Marshall and Charles 
Sibbold, respectively, Vice President and 
Secretary of the Early & Daniels Com- 
pany, the most important firm of grain 


“| brokers in the city, were killed. The firm 
aeSUure had offices in the building and they are 


said to have been in them when the fire | 


was discovered. 

At the time the fire began two dinners 
were being held in the building, and 
about 250 persons were forced to flee 
without waiting for hats or coats. All 
escaped with safety. 

The fire started at a few minutes past 
8 o’clock in the kitchen of the Business 
Men’s Club, on the seventh floor. The 
building was in flames in ten minutes. 
The dinner of the Accident Underwriters’ 
Association of Cincinnat! was being held 
on the same floor, and distinguished in- 
surance men from all parts of this coun- 
try were gathered there. Isaac Bloom, 
President of the association, said all were 
out of the building before the fire engines 
arrived. 

The dinner was inprogress when the 
flames burst from the kitchen into the 
dining room, and the crry followed to get 
out on a hurry. All the men did get out, 
but several were caught by the wind 
when the heavy roof fell and carried to 
the opposite side of the street. 

In the basement of the building, at a 
dinner of the West End Business Men's 
Club, were 125 members and 15 women. 
All got out safely, though the last were 
swept fully fifty feet by the wind caused 
by the falling roof. 

‘che firemen fought to save the Burnet 
House on the south and McAlpin’s $2,000,- 
000 department store on the west. Two 
hundred clerks rushed to save the build- 
ing and aided in fighting the flames, The 


manager of the Burnet House, one of the 
oldest hotels in the Ohio Valley, called on 
patrons and saved his building, which is 
valued at $500,000. The only reason, the 
fire was kept within the Chamber_ was 
the absence of wind. The firemen had a 
comparatively easy time in handling the 
flames. 

Another condition which prevented the 
spread of the fire was the thick walls. 
The building has been occupied for sev- 
eral years by the Chamber, and $200,000 
in exhibits, office furniture, and other 
materials were stored there. 

The dinner of the Accident Underwriters 
was in progress when the flames burst 
from the kitchen into the dining room, 
and the cry followed to get out in a 
hurry. All the men did get out, but sevy- 
eral were caught by the wind when the 
heavy roof fell and carried to the opposite 
side of the street.

OUR SUN A VARIABLE STAR. 


Smithsonian Institution’s Observers 
Find Evidence of it. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Evidence has 
been collected by the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution’s branch observatory on Mount 
Wilson, in California, tending to show 
that the sun !s a@ variable star. The vari- 
ations of solar radiation, according to an 
announcement made to-day by the Smith- 
sonian Institution, amount to from 2 to 8 
per cent. A series. of observations is 
being planned to be made in Mexico 
next Summer, and should these agree 
with the data collected at Mount Wilson 
the sun’s variability will be established 
without question.

Dr. J. Grant Lyman, who in November, 
1906, gained notoriety through his con- 
nection with the Boston Greenwater Cop- 
per Company and the Bullfrog Rush Min- 
ing Company as a result of which he was 
said to have realized about $300,000 in less 
than thirty days, is back in New York. 
He is apparently as prosperous as he was 
in the days when he frequented the cor- 
ridors of the Waldorf-Astoria, where he 
lived before he went West. 

Lyman is said to have returned to town 
on Christmas Eve, and for a few days 
was seen about some of his old haunts. 
One of the first things he did was to go 
to one of the large automobile agencies 
and get a $4,000 automobile for which he 
gave his note for $3,860. This was made 


| payable New Year’s day, according to the 


agent from whom he acquired the ma- 
chine. Lyman failed to appear on the 
day of the note’s maturity and the agent 
has looked for him ever since. He paid 





$140 as #ent for the machine, which was 
to be deducted in the event he bought it, 
and that is why he gave his note for 
$3, 860. 

This was the second machine that Ly- 
man had bought from the agent. The 
first one he paid for and sent it to a for- 
eign country. As he had paid for ‘tthe first 
one he had no trouble in getting the sec- 
ond on his note, the agent not knowing 
until two days ago anything about the 
history of his  distinguished-looking 
patron. 

‘* He talked like a millionaire,’’ said the 
agent last night, ‘‘ and he acted like one, 
so why should we not trust, him? But 
now he is gone, and so is our machine, 
and we can find out nothing about him. 
All we want is the auto.”’ 

Lyman ts now apout 53 years old, and 
originally came from the little town of 
Phelps in this State. Twenty-three years 
azo he left there and, with practically no 
capital, came to New York. He apparent- 
ly had little difficulty in passing himself 
off here as a person of more than usual 
consequence in the world of iinance. He 
went to a medical college in this city, 
and in 1890 appeared as an ear special- 
ist, and promptly brought himself into 
notice by the invention of a gold ear- 
drum, with the aid of which, he said, the 
deaf could herr 

After a vear or two in New York~he 
went to Chicago, but soon he catne back, 
establishing himself at the Waldorf-As- 
toria, where he ceased the practice of 
making the deaf hear and branched out as 
a broker. At that time the automobile 
was just becoming popular, and Lyman 
did not let the opportunity slip to make 
himself conspicuous as the owner of the 
reddest, fastest automobile then in New 
York. 

As a broker he launched numerous min- 
ing enterprises and the stock sold readily 
among credulous investors. ‘ 

Finally his operations led him to Gold- 
field, Nev., properties that he alleged 
to exist there were exiensively advertised 
throughout the East and in thirty days, 
it has been estimated, he gathered in 
$300,000. Then somebody became suspi- 
cious and late in November, 18906, he dis- 
appeared from the mining town when a 
warrant was sworn out for his arrest. 

For a year following little was heard of 
Lyman. Then in January, 1908, he was 
heard of in Paris. He was still as pros- 
perous as ever, and as he had done in the 
United States, he spent most of his time 
automobiling. 

The automobile agent who is trying to 
find Lyman and recover his machine has 
been unable so far to find a clue as_to 
his whereabouts. The last time he was 
seen, according to their information, was 
at Christmas. He had then just taken 
possession of the $4,000 touring car.

Also Connecting with New Subway at 
Flatbush to be Built by City Money 
—Fast Lines to Coney Island.

The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
submitted yesterday to the Public Service 
Commission a proposal to establish two 
four-track local and express rapid transit 
routes from the New York end of the 
Manhattan Bridge to Coney ‘'s!and and a 
two-track subway connection across the 
lower end of Manhattan to the North 
River water front. For the accomplish- 
ment of this system the B. R. T. pro- 


|posed to utilize the outlying sections of 


its present Coney Island lines in connec- 
tion with the Fourth Avenue, Brooklyn, 
subway and a new subway link to be 
built under Flatbush Avenue to connect 
with the existing Brighton Beach line 
near Prospect Park. An elevated exten- 
sion from the terminus of the present Bay 
Ride line to Fort Hamilton is also in- 
cluded in the plan. 

The project is divided into sections. First, 
the connection of the Fourth Avenue 
subway, running as now being construct- 
ed from the New York end of the Man- 
hattan Bridge out to Forty-third Street, 
Bay Ridge, with the main stem surface 
rapid transit line that leaves the line of 
the Fifth Avenue rlevated at Thirty- 
sixth Street and branches out into the 
Culver Line, the Sea-Beach Line, and the 
Bath Beach Line to Coney Island. The 
elevated extension to Fort Hamilton is a 
part or this system. 

Second. the connecttun of the present 
Brighton Beach rapid transit line where 
it leaves the elevated structure at Mal- 
bone Street, near Prospect Park, with a 
new subway under Flatbush Avenue 
which would bring the traffic from Coney 
Island and intermediate points on the 
Brighton Beach iine into a connection 
with the Fourth Avenue line at Atlantic 
Avenue. As the offer is constructed for 
presentation to the Public Service Com- 
mission the crosstown tunnel in Man- 
hattan is made a part of this route, 
rather than of the Fourth Avenue route 
just described. 

The physical effects of this offer in 
their general outlines would be, thus, to 
use the Fourth Avenue Subway from the 
Manhattan Bridge w Flatbush Avenue 
as the trunk of a tree, which would then 
branch into two main subdivisions, one 
comprising the new Flatbush Avenue 
subway and the Brighton Beach line to 
Coney Island, and the other, the Fourth 
Avenue Subway, branching out, in its 
turn, near ‘‘hirty-eighth Street into the 
Culver, the Sea Beach, and the Bath 
Beach lines to Coney Island, with the ex- 
tension to Fort llamilton as noted. It 
would leave the two-track elevated road 
in Fifth Avenue, Brooklyn, to the strict- 
ly local traffic between Thirty-sixth 
Street and the Brooklyn Bridge, and would 
leave the Fulton Street elevated line this 
side of Franklin Avenue, “where the 
Brighton Beach trains now branch off 
free for its local traffic and the through 
traffic coming from the outlying line to 
East New York and Canarsie. 

The Brcoklyn Rapid Transit Company 
proposes that the crosstown subway in 
Manhattan and the new subway out Flat- 
bush Avenue shall be built by the city 
along with the Tourth Avenue Subway, 
which the city is now building, and such 
modifications of that line as may be 
recessav’y .O connect it with the existing 
B. R. T. lines. The company will build 
ine extension to Fort Hamilton with its 
funds, and will make the necessary 
changes in the former steam lines which 
are to be uperated in connection with the 
Fourth Avenue system, to provide third 
and fourth tracks as required by the exi- 
gencies of travel, and to eliminate grade 
crossings by the eleyation of the tracks. 
The city is to bear a fair share of the 
cost of eliminating grade crossings. The 
b. R. T.’s own expenditure is estimated 
at $30,000,000. 

On the Manhatan end the effect would 
relieve the Brooklyn Bridge of the Coney 
Island travel and the intermediate travel 
to Prospect Park and Flatbush on the 
one hand, and on the other hand the in- 
termediate travel to Bay Ridge and Fort 
Hamilton, Borough Park, Bath Beach, 
and points along the Culver line. This 
traffic would be brought into New York 
Over the Manhattan Bridge, and by means 
of the proposed crosstown subway be car- 
ried across the lower end of Manhattan 
Island to a connection with the various 
transit lines of this borough. A five-cent 
fare is proposed throughout the system 
ex7ept to Coney Island; in the case of 
Coney Island the city is left free to order 
a ltive-cent fare, provided it assumes re- 
sponsibility for all loss thereby occa- 
sioned. . 

On the financial side, while the Fourth 
Avenue Subway route is used as the main 
trunk line into this borough over the 
Manhattan Bridge for both the through 
routes projected, the crosstown subway 
iS made a part-of the Brighton-Flatbush 
Avenue branch of the offer, with the re- 
sult that a different basis of revenue dis- 
trivution is proposed for each system. As 
to the Fourth Avenue route, the Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit proposes that the entire 
revenue as determined by tickets collected 
throughout the Fourth Avenue’ Subway 
and its branches and connections shall be 
aplied after paying operating charges of 
all kinds and taxes, and the rental of one 
leased subsidiary included in the system, 
as follows: 

First, providing a 6 per cent. return on 
a fair value of the lines tne company 
puts Into the system, and the interest 
charge assumed by the company in con- 
nection with the Fort Hamilton extension 
and the proposed improvements on its 
existing lines. and on the cost of exten- 
sions and improvements of these lines. 
with a sinking fund of 1 per cert. on the 
‘w capital required. ; 

Second, to the interest and sinking fund 


nue Subway; the city to assume any 
Jeficit on the latter. which is not meade 
cumulative against the property and the 
company, unless a ten-cent fare should 
be ordered, to assume a deficit on its 
obligations, if the earnings should fail 
to provide for them. The net profits re- 
maining thereafter it is proposed to divide 
between the city and the company. 

On the Flatbush Avenue-Brighton Beach 
end of ihe business a similar general ap- 
plication of the revenue is made, subject 
to the provision that the revenue out of 
which the charges shall be met is to be 
the net income of the Itne south of Flat- 
bush Avenue, and in case this net income 
in any year should be less than the rental 
O. interest and sinking fund charges to 
be paid on the city ponds entering into 
this brarich, the city is to make up the 
deficit. 
After the offer had been transmitted to 
th Public Service Commission ves- 
terday, the attention of President Win- 
ter of the brooklyn rapid Transit Com- 
pany was called to the fact that this ar- 
rangement would leave the city without 
any financial benefit f:om the crosstown 
subway. 

He agreed that the effect of the offer 
as made to the Commission would be to 
include in the item of interest and sink- 
ing fund on the city bonds constituting 
the rental, the charges necessary to sup-

| Mr. Winter said this seemed to be a 
; point on which the company’s offer re- 
; quired amplification, and promised a 
further statement — 


The Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
stipulates that its proposals are separate 
in their terms, but neither is submitted 
for consideration independently. of the 
other. The terms of operating franchise 
Which it asks on the subways which the 
city is asked to build are stated as “ the 
maximum term with renewals authorized 
‘by existing law.”’ which under the Rapid 
Transit act is an original term of twenty 
i years, with a renewal of twenty years. 
The company describes its first proposal 
as follows: 


The following former steam railroad lines 
operating south of Thirty-sixth Street, to 
wit: West Iind, Culver, Sea Beach, and 
South Brooklyn, to be connected up with the 
Subway at or about its terminus at For- 
ty-third Street; grade crossings being abol- 
ished by the elevation of existing tracks 
on said lines so far as practicable and feasi- 
ble, and third and fourth tracks being 
added where required by conditions of 
travel, and each line to be operated as a 
through route in. connection with and as 
part of the Fourth Avenue Subway.’ 

The present elevated line on Third Ave- 
nue to be extended to Fort Hamilton, and 
to be operated south of Thirty-eighth Street 
as part of the Fourth Avenue Subway either 
by free transfer or by actual physical con- 
hection of tracks and through route, as 
determined by the company. 


The offer then states the terms in re- 
spect of the 10 or 5 cent fare to Coney 
Island, already alluded to, and then pro- 
ceeds to the financial condition, provid- 
ing for the deduction first of tne operat- 
ing expenses and annual carrying charges 
for the company’s equipment, then for 
the rental of $45,000 a year on the Pros- 
pect Park & Coney Island, its leased sub- 
Sidiary, and then for the 6 per cent. re- 
turn on the present value of its property 
involved, the charges on its new securi- 
ties and the city’s interest and sinking 
fund in the order named. 

With regard to this proposal the com- 
pany submits the following arguments: 


First—It seems to be generally conceded 
that the Fourth Avenue Subway, operated 
independently or in connection with other 
Subway routes, will not, for a long time at 
least, be self-supporting. 

Second—Because of the large amount of 
tributary earnings contributed by the com- 
pany’s lines south of Thirty-sixth Sireet 
no other proposal before the commission 
furnishes so great an assurance that the 
Fourth Avenue Subway will be seif-sup- 
porting. 

Third--Any other proposition necessarily 
means double or treble feres over the Sub- 
way and to points south of its present 
terminus. This will be true of a consider- 
able portion of the territory reached by 
our connecting lines even should the Fourth 
Avenue Subway be eventually extended, as 
proposed, although the probability of such 
proposed Subway extension, except at great 
loss to the city, is remote. 

Fovrth—-Our connecting lines and their Op- 
eration as part of the Fourth Avenue Sub- 
way—reconstructed, as they will be under 
this preperal as rapid transit lires — 
will be equivalent in facilities rendered to 
at least four independent extensions of the 
Fourth Avenve Subway. 

Fifth—The accentance of the proposal 
will furnish the advantage of through 
routes of transportation without change of 
cars, Which cannot be obtained in any 
other way in connection with the Fourth 
Avenue subway. 

Sixth—The city will accomplish what it 
has long been seeking to accomplish, and 
cannot accomplish under existing law, ex- 
cept at almost prohibitive expense, the re- 
moval of. crossings at grade of all streets 
now opened or purposed to be opened across 
the steam railroad rights of way. This 
will remove a present great obstacle to the 
opening of streets and the making of im- 
provements in suburban territory, and will 
of course remove the dangers incident to 
the present conditions of tratn operation. 

Seventh—The diversion of substantially all 
present traffic, originating in the terfitory 
s0uth of Thirty-sixth Street to the Fourth 
Avenue subway will greatly relieve the 
present congested conditions over the Brook- 
lyn Fridge and approaches thereto, thereby 
furnishing opportunity for much quicker 
and more cornfortable transit upon other 
lines of transportation extending through 
other parts of Brooklyn. 


On the second proposal, after stipulating 
what construction the city shall under- 
take and the construction of additional 
connecting tracks between the proposed 
connection with the Flatbush Avenue 
Subway and the present four-track divi- 
sion of the Brighton Beach Road, the 
company offers to equip and operate, 
joining this route, for the purpose of such 
offer, to the crosstown subway in Man- 
haitan by means of a connection over the 
Fourth Avenue subway from Atlantic 
Avenue to the Manhattan Bridge. The 
paragraph of the proposal which Presi- 
ger Winter said required amplification 
s this: 


The company will pay as rental under 
such lease annually to the city interest on 
the amount of bonds issued by the city for 
the construction of said subway in Flat- 
bush Avenue and across Manhattan Island, 
and 1 per centum per annum on such cost 
in addition for sinking futrd, provided, how- 
ever, that should the net income for any 
year from the operation of the line south 
of Flatbush Avenue be less than the amount 
of said rental after allowing 6 per centum 
interest on the cost to the company of 
equipping said route, and 6 per centum on 
a fair valuation of that portion of the 
route owned by the company. then the city 
shall assume such rental deficit. 

In conclusion, the letter of President 
Winter transmitting the offer, says: 

‘The acceptance of the above proposal 
would, at comparatively small expense to 
the city, furnish a twelve-mile rapid 
transit route from the North River to the 
Atlantic Ocean, (of which approximately 
ten miles would be of four-track con- 
struction,) extending through the outlying 
and congested sections of Brooklyn into 
the business territory of Manhattan, and 
connecting with the principal vertical 
routes of trevel on Manhattan Island, and 
with the steamship lines and the railroad 
ferries on the North River.”

Bronx Association Says Let Interbor- 
ough and Triborough Go Ahead. 


The Bronx Transit Association, of which 
Robert E. Simon, Vice President of the 
Henry Morgenthau Company, is President, 
has sent a communication to the Board of 
Estimate in which the construction of the 
proposed Interborough Subway extensions 
and also the triborough route or some 
other independent system is advocated.

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LORIMER NOT LIKELY 
TO STAY IN-SENATR 


Sentiment Grows Against Him 





and Even Committee Members 
May Change Their Minds. 





CRAWFORD SCORNS DEFENSE 





Declares Lorimer Was in Touch with 
Bribers—Root and Lodge Likely 


to Condemn Election. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—In the light 
of the developments. of to-day in the 
Lorimer case the indications are that 
the [llinois statesman will lose his seat 
in the Senate when the matter comes toa 
vote on the Beveridge resolution de- 
claring the election void. The adherents 
of Mr. Lorimer themselves recognize the 
fact that his situation is extremely crit- 
ical, and are putting forth their utmost 
efforts to save tne day. But every day’s 
discusSion in the Senate leaves them a 
little. worse off than before. 

The speech of Senator Crawford to-day 
afforded them ground for no small anx- 
jety. Mr. Crawford went a little further 
in his figures as to tainted votes in the 
lilinois Legislature than any of the other 
opponents of Lorimer has done. He found 
eleven tainted instead of the seven fig- 
ured by the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. More than that, Mr. Crawford 
injected a new feature into the case by 
assailing the committee report. He 
charged the committee with having made 
certain conclusions from the record and 
then with having omitted from the print- 
ed record parts of testimony which would 
tend to disprove the committee’s conclu- 
sions. 

None of the committee members evinced 
atiy desire to hear what Mr. Crawford 
had to say about them. He once called 
attention to the fact that none of the 
committee was on the floor, and Senator 
Bristow demanded a quorum. The call got 
only one—Senator Gamble—who, when 
asked a direct question by Mr. Crawford 
as to why these matters had been omitted 


from the printed record, admitted that he 
could not explain. 


Believes Lorimer Was Implicated. 


Mr. Crawford in his speech took a 
stand directly opposed to that occupied by 
his colleague, Mr. Gamble. 

“I regret to say it,’’ declared Mr. Craw- 
ford with emphasis, ‘‘ but I am personally 
convinced that Mr. Lorimer knew enough 
about what was going on at Springfield 
to put a reasonably prudent man upon 
inquiry; that Shurtleff and Browne were 
his political agents, and that he ratified 
their acts and accepted the fruits of their 
corrupt practices of which he must at 
least have had some knowledge—and that 
he was not legally and duly elected to a 
seat in the Senate of the United States 
by the Legislature of Illinois.” 

The evidence, in his opinion, showed 
conclusively that the election of Mr. Lori- 
iner was the outcome of a carefully laid 
plan, beginning with the election of Ed- 
ward Shurtleff, whom he described as a 
“bitter enemy of Senator Hopkins and a 
political henchman of Mr. Lorimer,’’ to be 
Speaker of the lower house, and Lee 
O'Neill Browne to be leader of the mi- 
nority. 

“A game was being plaved,’’ said Mr. 
Crawford, ‘In which at the very begin- 
ning all party principle was abandoned, 
the expression of the party vote at the 
primary was unceremoniously disregard- 
ed, and the contro! of the House was 
seized by unscrupulous and unprincipled 
men with dark-lantern schemes to pro- 
mote.”’ 

He believed it had been proved that 
Inoney was used in the garnering of 
vetes for Mr. Lorimer and Shurtleff and 
Browne were the active agents in this 
campaign of corruption.

This keen assault seemed to make little 
impression on Mr. Lorimer, though Sena- 
tor Paynter of Kentucky, Democrat, who 
signed the report exonerating Mr. Lori- 
mer, heard that part of it and betrayed 
strong emotion. His cheeks were scarlet, 
and beads of perspiration stood out on 
bis forehead. Mr. Lorimer remained on 
the floor all through the speech, some- 
times taking a note or two. sometimes 
talking, and sometimes simply watching 
the speaker. Representative Moxley, who 
represents his old district in the House, 
sat beside him. 


Root and Lodge May Turn Tide. 


It became known to-day that Senator 
Root would probably submit some re- 
marks and that Senator Lodge is consid- 
ering making a speech. If they argue 
against Lorimer their attitude will doubt- 
less carry enough Republican votes to 
that side to render certain the unseating 
of the Illinois boss. 

While a long list of speeches have been 
prepared against Mr. Lorimer no sign 
comes from the majority members of the 
committee that they are prepared .to de- 
fend their position.

He has pointed 
out the great desirabillty of having the 
decision rendered solely upon the merits 
of the case, and without extraneous con- 
siderations. 

The President is fully aware of the 
scandalous activities of the lobby that 
has been at work here on behalf of WLori- 
mer, and understands the line of influ- 
ence sought to be exerted on Senators by 
the lobbyists.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—President Taft

Commander Sims cannot escape cen- 
sure, the President holds, ‘‘ on the ground 
that what he said was a mere expression 
of his personal opinion; under the cir- 
cumstances he must speak as an official 
representative, and he should have known 
that the words he used would at once 
call for severe comment in other coun- 
tries than Great Britain, and might in- 
volve this Government in explanations 
and disclaimer.’’ 

The publication of the President's letter 
reprimanding Commander Sims will mark 
the extent of his punishment for the in- 
discretion charged against him, for if the 
usual course is followed the Navy De- 
partment will end the matter with the 
printing of the President’s remarks in 
the shape of a general order, which has 
been held to meet the requirements of 
proper publicity. 


PHILADELPHIA TO GET HOTEL. 


Finally Admitted Ritz-Cariton Co. Is 
to Build a $1,000,000 Structure There.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 10.—On Sept. 1 
next the Ritz-Carlton Hotel will be opened 


at Broad and Walnut Streets. This state- 
ment was made to-day by a man who has 
been interested in negotiations which led 
to the purchase of the property and the 
financing of the new structure. Hereto- 
fore the report that one was to be built 
has been denied. \ 

The financing of the new hotel practi- 
cally was arranged to-day at a confer- 
ence tn this city between Frederick N. 
Watrous of New York, representing the 
Ritz-Carlton Syndicate, and local finan- 
ciers who agreed to erect the building. 
After the conference it was said that lit- 
tle now remains to be done before com- 
mencing building except the verification 
of the title. It is said Horace Trum- 
bauer of) Philadelphia and Warren & 
Whitmore of New York have completed 
plans for the building. They drew sepa- 
rate sets, but they practically were iden- 
tical, and a selection will be made from 


the two. 

The building; which will be 40 by 120 
feet, probably will be of pure Colonial 
design and eight stories high. There will 
be. only about fifty sleeping rooms, and 
the three lower floors will be dining 
rooms, cafés, bars, smoking, and recep- 
tion rooms. The cost for building and 
ground will be approximately $1,000,000.

For instance, the De- 
partment of Justice is preparing its case 
against the Enectric Trust, and its de- 
fense is expected to lie mainly on patents 
granted from time to time. Many feat- 
ures of these are believed to be in the 
models. In fact, basic ideas of important 
patents on which immense values in busi- 
ness rest, are illustrated in these models. 

Mr. Tawney has said that the models 
are boxed up and never looked at, and 
should be made away with. To this the 
Commissioner of Patents replies that he 
is required by orders from various courts 
during the year to send out several hun- 
dred of these models as evidence in con- 
tested patent cases. 

‘‘There is no doubt,’’ said a prominent 
offidial of the Government to-night, ‘‘ that 
there are concerns that would be glad to 
get. hold of these models. I know of my 
own experience in patent law, There are 
several large trusts right now that would 
pay a good many thousand dollars to be 
able legally to destroy certain models. 
There are in the many thousands of 
models stored in the office building all 
the basic inventions for telegraph, tele- 
phone, electric propulsion, and ail manner 
of electric discoveries both in the principal 
ideas and in modifications ,and adapta- 
tions and improvements.

THIRD $100,000 TO HARVARD. 


Adolphus Busch Gives Another Dona- 
tion for the Germanic Museum.

BOSTON, Jan. 10.—A third $100,000 was 


donated to Harvard University by Adol- 

hus Busch of St. Louis yesterday, mak- 
ing $350,000 given in all to build a new 
Germanic Museum at Harvard. 

The money was given on condition that 
the museum, which will soon be erected 
near Oxford Street, Cambridge, will be 
known as Adolphus Busch Hall. In a let- 
ter of thanks to the St. Louis brewer the 
Harvard Corporation accepted the gift 
a few hours after it was offered. 

Tt was last April 27 that Mr. Busch 
surprised President Lowell with a letter 
announcing a second donation of $100,-

Feared He Would Die. ° 


Wolfe, the first witness called, gave a 
detailed ageount of his European tour. He 
said Schenk was mn the best of health 
throughout the trip, and on his arrival 
home on June 17 last year. Two days 
after reaching home, however, Schenk 
complained of stomach trouble. Until the 


second week he noticed Schenk’s condi- 
tion gradually growing worse. 

On Saturday night of that week while 
Wolfe was accompanying him home, they 
stopped in a saloon, where Schenk said: 
‘* Billy, I must stop here, I’m sick. I’m 
all in. If I must die, I have no fear.” 

Wolfe denied on cross-examination that 
while abroad Schenk had written to his 
wife he was ill. On one oecasion he said 
Mrs, Schenk said to him: ‘ Billy, I don’t 
believe John will live very long.” 

Dr. D. B. Best, the first physician who 
attended Schenkt said he was called in 
1, 2, and 8 and found Schenk 
had pains in. the stomach. He was ex- 
cused. with the statement that he would 
be recalled, and “Dr. Gregory Ackerman, 
who attended Schenk later, took the 
stand, Dr. Ackerman testified that ‘he 
found inflammation of the stomach and 
intestines. The patient had no appetite, 
and was thinner. The witness said he ad- 
vised Schenk to go to the North Wheéel- 
ing Hospital, where he had a laboratory, 
but Mrs. Schenk had him taken to the 
City Hospital. 


At the hospital Dr. Ackerman found 
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deep black lines about the gums, and 


atient used no charcoal for 
his teeth said: 

*T knew that this sy mptom was the 
result of blood poisoning.”’ 

Later the patient's condition indicated 
blood poisoning or anemia. 

Dr. Ackerman said tests of food eaten 
by the patient at home showed traces of 
|Poisoning. That eaten in the hospital 
contained no traces of poison. 

The physician said he advised the pa- 
tient to stay at the hospital and eat and 
drink nothing from home, but that on 
Oct. 13, a week after he’ had gone to the 
hospital, Schenk was removed to his 
home, Dr. Aekerman described the condi- 
tions that would follow lead poisoning, 
adding that seven and one-half grains 
would be fatal. Dr. Ackerman was not 
cross-examined. 


Directions Not Carried Out. 


When the case was resumed after the 
noon recess eounsel for the accused came 
into court with Dr. J. J. Osborne to as- 
sist them in the examination of physi- 
cians. After the uproar caused by the

After receiv- 
ing the reports of the analysis, Dr. Hupp 
said he informed Albert Schenk, a broth- 
er, and Dr. T. M. Haskins, a brother-in- 
law of the sick man, who ordered Schen 
removed to the North Whéeling Hos apital 
He said he had found indications of for- 

eign substance in the patient’s medicine, 

which had been taken to the hospital. The 
nurses were instructed not to give it to 
the patient. 

Mrs. Schenk wanted her husband 
brought home from the hospital, and said 
she would take matters in her own 
hands. Marked medicine bottles had been 
placed on the windowsill of Schenk’s 
room in the hospital, and Mrs. Schenk 
was arrested on the night of Nov. 9 be- 
cause the marked bottles had been tam- 
pered with. Dr. Hupp said he taiked with 
Mrs. Schenk in the prosecutor's office 
after her arrest. 

4 What do you think, doctor, some of 
us have been charged with.poisoning Mr. 
Schenk,’’ she said. 

“That's not new,’ the doctor said he 
replied; “‘I have known he was poisoned 
for some time."’

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ARREST DOCTOR IN JERSEY 


On His Wife’s Complaint, with a 
Nurse, in His Country Home. 


HACKENSACK, N. J., Jan. 10.—Dr. H. 
F. Pirkner, a practising physician of 33 
West Ninety-seventh Street, Manhattan, ; 
and Miss Glen Willy, one of his nurses, 
were arrested to-night at the Pirkner 
country residence at Haworth on war- 
rant$ issued by a local Justice on com- 
plaint of Mrs. Hannah Pirkner, wife of 
the physician, who came to Hackensack 
this afternoon and complained to the 


Justice. With the warrant went a caution 
from the Justice to be sure to have the 
decter identified by a neighbor. 

The warrant called for the arrest of 
Felix Pirkner and when the name was 
read to him the physician remarked: : 
am not the man you want. I am Dr. E. 
H. FF. Pirkner, and this lady is my wife, 
We were married in December.’ 

‘* Who married you and where were you 
married?’’ he was asked, but Dr. Pirkner 
said he could not remember. 

“Why, 
this afternoon and made this charge,’’ 
said the constable. 

‘Hannah Pirkner obtained a divorce 
from Judge Dowling in New York several] 
months ago,’’ replied the physician. 

Miss Caroline Debus, an attractive wo- 
man, who said that her real name was 
Katharine Shea, and that she was an ex- 
pert masseuse and one of Dr. Pirkner’s 
assistants, was left in the house. Dr. 
Pirkner described her as Miss Willy’s 
maid. 

Dr. Pirkner and Miss Willy were taken 
before Justice Bratt in Hackensack, cOv- 
ering part of the distance in a surrey. 

‘This woman who made the complaint 
was never my wife, even though we lived 
together and have three chiidren,’”’ said 
Dr. Pirkner to the Justice. ‘‘ She is crazy.

Dr. Pirkner said he owned the Ha- 
worth residence in his own name. It*is 
worth $10,000, but he had not the deeds to 
prove it, and ‘Justice Bratt would not take 
his word for it, so both prisoners were 
locked up for the night in default of $1,000 
bail each. 

A neighbor promised to sit up with Miss 
Shea through the night because she feared 
that Mrs. Pirkner would return to the 
Hiaworth home. 


DR. PERCY SHEDD A SUICIDE. 


Son He Said He Had Murdered Found 
Safe at School. 


Dr. Percy W. Shedd:- was found dead 
yesterday in his room in the Hotel Broad, 
Newark, N. J. It was the opinion of 
Ccunty Physician William H. McKenzie 
that Shedd committed suicide by taking 
cynanide of potassium. Several notes were 
found in the room, one of which stated 
that Shedd had robbed and murdered his 
son Kenneth. It was later learned by the 
pali¢e that the boy was.safe at his lessons 
in the East Orange High School. The doc- 
tor’s rfind is said to have been disordered 
because of overindulgence in opiates. 

For several years Shedd and his wife, 
who is the daughter of Gen, N. W. Day, 
have been separated. She and her two 
children, Kenneth and Constance, have 
been living- at 30 State Street, Brick 
Church, East Orange. The physician went 
to the hotel late on Monday afternoon 
and registered under the name of ‘* John 
Lynn, Baltimore.’’ He told the clerk that 
he was tired and wished to go to his 
room, He was not seen again until his 
bedy was found lying on the floor of 
the room by a maid. 

The relative of the family. in East 
Orange said that Dr. Shedd had made his 
home with a sister in Landsdown, Penn,, 
and that he was on his way to New 
York to visit another sister, Mrs. T. John- 
son of 420 West 118th Street, when he 
stopped in Newark. 


DEAD ON WIFE’S COFFIN. 


Funeral Services in Williamsburg 
Church Startlingly Interrupted.

As the service was going on the coffin 
reposed on a pedestal at the head of the 
centre aisle.

McGoldrick had pro- 
nounced the absolution and the mourners 
began to rise and leave the church. Mr. 
Ormond was assisted out of his pew by 
his son and daughter because he wished 
to look at his wife’s face for .the last 
time. Suddenly he fell forward against 
the coffin and would have dropped to the 
floor but for his son. who caught him in 
his arms, and with the assistance of an- 
other man’placed him back in the pew. 

It was thought that he had fainted, but 
as-he lay apparently lifeless Mgr. Mc- 
Goldrick. began to administer Conditional 
absolution, although not knowing wheth- 
er or not the man was dead. Dr. William 
Glinnen of 2827 Nassau Avenue was called 
in. He pronounced Mr. Ormond dead, and 
this caused Mer.

MAPS: OUT PANAMA FLIGHT. 


Engineer Haney Thinks Hanon’s Plan 
to Cross the Isthmus Is Possible. 





Lewis T.. Haney, the civil engineer who 
was commissioned by Clifford B. Harmon 


to go to the Isthmus or Panama to study 
the conditions, atmospheric and otherwise, 
with the purpose’ of determining if an 
aeroplane flight from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, over the Isthmus, ‘was feasible, 
returned to New York on the Hamburg- 
American liner Prinz August Wilhelm last 
night. Mr. Haney'said that he had spent 
ten days studving conditions on the Isth- 
mus, and that while such a flight will be 
hazardous. he considers it to be feasible, 
and will so report to Mr. Harmon on his 
return from Europe on the Cunarder Uu- 
sitania, to-morrow night. 

Mr. Haney said that if Mx. Harmon does 
attempt the flight, the most pow erful fac- 
tor that will operate against the success 

of the effort will be the stiff trade winds 
thet sweep across the Isthmus from the 
Atlantic side. Another difficulty, he said, 
would be the cross currents and eddies in 
tha air that are common on the Isthmus. 
Still another danger will be that the 
motor will fail in the tropical heat. 

As at present contemplated, Mr. Har- 
mon is to start his flight from the deck 
of the Hamburg-American liner Moltke, 
which is due to arrive in the Horbor of 
Colon, the Atlantic termintl of the oamny 
on March 10. He wil be guided by se- 
ries of l@rge box~“kites that wil be yh + 
up at intervals of about seven miles be- 
tween Colon and Panama. With the kites, 
the railroad, and the canal excavations 
Mr Harmon should have no difficulty ib 
following the route that has. been mapped 
out, said Mr. Haney. The landing place 
on the Pacific side will be near the break- 
water at» Balboa, not far from the City 
of Panama. 

Mr. Haney said that the army officers 
on duty on the fsthmus are enthusiastic 
over the prospects for a trans-Isthmian 
flight, and that Col. Goethals, the Chief 
Engineer, and other canal officials aided 
him in,every way’ possible in mapping the 
route. °

Executive Committee Names Jas. 
A. Farrell of Brooklyn to 
Succeed Wm. E. Corey. 
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HIS ELECTION A CERTAINTY 
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Not Much Known to the World, Though 
Head of a Big Subsidiary Company 
Selling Steef Products Abroad- 


A successor to William Ellis Corey as 
President of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration was named yesterday at the 
regular weekly meeting of the Finance 
Committee, of which Judge Elbert H. 
Gary is Chairman, James _A. Farrell, 
President of the United States Steel 
Preducts Company, the exporting end 
of the Steel Corporation, is the man, He 
was chosen unanimously at a full meet- 
ing of the nine members of the committee, 
on which J. P. Morgan & Co. are repre- 
sented by J, P. Morgan, Jr., and George 


.W. Perkins, the partner who has just 


retired. Mr. Corey’s resignation has not 
yet been accepted by the new Board of 
Directors, and it was said by his friends 
when the announcement of his retirement 
was made ifst week that he would hold 
on until well into the Spring, but the 
fact that the Finance Committee’s nom- 
ination of Mr, Farrell will be accepted at 
the regular meeeting of the directors on 
the last Tuesday of this month precludes 
the possibility of Mr. Corey holding office 
longer than that date and emphasizes the 
suddenness of his departure. 

When Wall Street heafd that James A. 
Farrell had been nominated to succeed 
William ENis. Corey, there was hardly a 
man to be found who had ever heard of 
him. His name dees not appear in the 
books ef reference usually first consulted. 
He is not a Diregtor in any concern but 
the Steel Corporation’s subsidiary of 
whieh he has been President since its or- 
ganization. The United States Steel Prod- 
ucts Company attends stfictly to the busi- 
ness of selling steel abroad, and its offices 
have always been located without. the 


confines of the financial district. his 
cencern has been conspicuously successful 
in brin sing business to the corporation, 
especialiy in times of short tonnages at 
home, but it has never been in the lime- 
light of Wali Street. About all that could 
be learned of the prospective President of 
fe United States Steel Corporation was 
that he lived in Brooklyn, which in itseif 
was enough to confirm Wall Street in its 
opinion that the controlling interests in 
the Steel Corporation had determined to 
make sure that the personal affairs of its 
high officers should cease to be intermit- 
tently the subject of newspaper head- 
lines. 


Judge Gary Makes Announcement. 


The announcement of the nomination of 
Mr. Farrell came like the announcement 
of the resignation of President Corey last 
week from Judge Elbert H, Gary, who in 
the dual office of Chairman of the Fi- 
nance Committee and of the Board of 
Directors is the real head of the Steel 
Corporation. It was in the form of a 
statement which read:

In announeme President Corey’s retire-

The quick abandonment of this idea 
was explained last night by one high in 
the councils of the corporation. He said 
that the question had arisen of how best 
to prevent @ mass of details falling on the 
shoulders of Judge Gary, ahd it had been 
decided that the office of President should 
be filled for that reason. ; 


New President a Worker. 


“Mr. Farrell is admirably suited for 
such work,’’ Tue Times informant said. 
‘*‘He is a good work horse, and may be 
depended upon to follow the policics of 
the corporation. His talents have been 
mainly applied to the eommercial end of 
the business, and his capacity in that di- 
rection has been amply demonstrated, He 
is acquainted with the manufacturing end\ 
of the business, too, but that is a matter 
of lesser importance.

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WON'T SUSPEND VOLKMANN. 


Aldermen Stand by Him—Tammany 
and Other Leaders Against.

The number of passengers that came to 
the United, States, via New York, in the 
year that ended Dec. 31 was 1,104,852. Of 
these 770,542 came in the stearage, and of 
this number it is estimated that over 700,- 
000 were immigrants seeking a home in 
this country or Canada. Those who came 
in the cabins numbered 333,810, of whom

Moisant Estate Stijl Likely to Get 
Statue of Liberty Prize—-No Inter- 


ference with Balloon Award. 





PARIS, Jan. 10.—No more interesting 
@nd apparently complicated question has 
ever come up before the International 
Aeronautical Federation—the court of ap- 
peal for the international clubs—than that 
which was discussed at a special meeting 
held “here to-day, relating -to the award 
to the late John B. Moisant.of the Ryan 
$10,080 Statue of Liberty prize at the Bel- 
mont Park meeting last October. 

Without passing upon the question of 
the winner of this prize, the Federation 
adopted a resolution to the effect that the 
changes made in the regulations governing 
the contest did not conform with Article 
29 of the by-laws of the International 
Federation. which provides that no 
changes can be made in the rules of a 
contest after their publication, unless rati- 
fied by the Sports Committee. The whole 
matter, therefore, has been referred back 
to the Aero Club of America’ for *‘ new 
classification and results.” «..- “bs 

Lhe actual effect which the federation's 
action will have on the controversy 1s not 
entirely clear. The English delegates as- 
sert that it means the dtsqualification of 
Modisant, but the American delegates in- 
sist that it merely signifies the reopening 
of the controversy. The change in the reg- 
ulations consisted in the abandonment of 
the condition that each contestant must 
have flown for one hour in the course of 
the meet previous to the actual flight to 
the Statue of Liberty and back. 

The American detegates were not able 
to-day to prove that this change was rati- 
fied by the Sports Committee. Hence the 
federation has upheld Grahame-White's 

rotest on that point. It is admitted that 
Moisant did not fly for one hour, as pre- 
scribed by the original regulations, and 
the representatives of the Royal Aero 
Club of-Great Britain, to which Grahame- 
White submitted his original protest, as- 
sert that Moisant was on this accaunt 
barred as the winner. 

The American delegates hope that the 
reopening of the case will reveal evidence 
that the Sports Committee ratified the 
change. THe Swiss delegates voted with 
the Americans. 


Balloon Contest Controversy. 


The federation decided that it had no 
authority to consider the protest against 
the award of the International Balloon 
Trophy to the Americans, Alan R. Hawley 
and Augustus Post. The federation’s de- 
cision was on the ground that the pro- 
test as made was irregular. The federa- 


tion declared that the protest should be 
lodged first with the Sporting Commis- 
sion of the Aero Club of America. 

The protest was made by the Lower 

Rhine Aeronautical Association, which 
alfeged that the American Aero Club did 
not enter its contestants two months in 
advance of the race, as was provided by 
the rules, and also that the announced 
winners failed to furnish documents prop-

The opinion of officials of the Aero Club

That Moisant won the prize so far as 
record was concerned is, of course, be- 
yond question. Grahame-White’s claim 
Was based purely on technical grounds, 
and aft¢: all, these grounds were not 
those on which the protest to the Inter- 
nationa] Federation was made. 

The prize for the fastest flight from 
Belmont Park to the Statue of Liberty 
and back was $10,000. The conditions for 
the contest provided that it should take 
place in the course of the meet, which 
closed officially on Sunday, Oct, 30. Un-

for the prize until tha®day. 

De Lesseps, the French airman, got 
away first and made the 36 miles in 41 
minutes 56.25 seconds. Grahame-White 
followed and reduced the other's time to 
33 minutes 21.30 seconds.

auras to the fulfillment of the obligations 
to be imposed in. consideration 
lOan. 

The treaty will be subnitted by Presi- 
dent Taft to the Senate within a few 
days fur ratification, and Gen. Paredes 
declared to-night that within a week the 
contract between Monduras and J. P. 
Morgan & Co. for the proposed loan 
would be signed. 

The State Department did not make pub- 
lic the text of the convention, but it is 
known that the treaty does not estab- 
lish any finaicial proectorate over Hon- 
duras, It does not provide, like the Santo 


, Domingo treaty, for the collection of cus- 


toms duties through American officials, 
but, it is said, assures the guarantee by 
the United States of the observance by 
Honduras of the financial contract about 
to be made with the Morgan syndicate. 
Should any friction occur between ine 
syndicate and the Government of Hon 
duras, provision is made for the adjust- 
ment of difficulties by the submission of 
the question to the heads of the two 
Governments involved. 

The signing of the convention to-day is 
in line with the precepts of the Monroe 
Doctrine, in that America acts as an in- 
termediary between the foreign holders 
of bcrds against Honduras and that coun- 
try by arranging for the payment of its 
bonded indebtedness without foreign in- 
tervyention. The action is also in accord- 
ance with the policy announced by Presi- 
dent Taft in his message of 1900 and re- 
iterated in his message of 1910. 

The ccnvention signed to-day will, it is 
believed, completely reorganize the firnan- 
cial status of Honduras. The outstanding 
cebt of the country is estimated at about 
$112,090,000, the accumulation of principal 
and interest.since 1872 on four loans made 
since 1867. §. P. Morgan & Co. in August, 
19U9, entemed anto an arrangement with 
the holders of Honduran bonds in Europe 
by which, if a settlement of the loan then 
proposed was effected through the good 
offices cf the United States, 15 per cent. 
of the value of the bonds would be paid. 
This contemplated the payment of $15 on 
every $100 of existing bonds with unpaid 
coupons attached, thus making necessary 
the payment by Honduras of only $4.00v0,- 
oO, or about 15 per cent. of $25,060,000, 
ne approximate face value of the original 
oans. 

A loan of $10,000,000, however, its he- 
ing negotiated by Honduras with a view 
to expending about $6,000,000 on the com- 
pletion of the partly constructed inter- 
oceanic railway joining the Atlantic and 
Pacific Coasts of the country at Puerto 
Cortez and the Bay of Fonseca. The 
loans procured by Honduras since 1867 
were to be applied to the construction of 
the railway, but the frequent changes

IPERSIANS ASK FOR LIBERTY. 





Call on All Nations to Protect Them 
from Invasion by Russia and England. 


Persia is having a hard time in estab- 
lishing her eonstitutional government, ac- 
cordng to an appeal to the nations of the 
world which has been sent to all the rep- 
resentatives of that Governiment in for- 
eign countries. This appeal reached H. 
li. Topakyan, Consu] General of Persia 
in the United Staies, yesterday, and was 
translated by him from the Persian into 
Kxnuglish for THE NEw YORK TIMES. * 

it was four years-ago that the Persians 
succeeded in forming a _ constitutional 
sovernment, and some two years later 
that the upholders of the new Hepublic 
persuaded the head of the Mohammedan 
Church to proclaim to the world that the 
constitutional government was net at 
variance with the teachings of Islamism. 
‘lhis was taken as a great step forward, 
| but now it appears that the country be- 
licves itself suffering from injustice at 
the hands of the Governments of Great 
Britain and Russia. Consequently a con- 


vention of delegates from all of the 
provinces met and prepared an appeal 
' which says: 

“Four years ago the Persian nation 
| entered upon @ great movement to obtain 
| her liberty. She is going to prove to the 
| pessimists of the Occident, who consider 
‘the Orient and especially Persia as in- 
} capable of ‘regeneration, having private 
‘ reasons for this view, that Persia is ready 
to defend at the price of her own blood 
j the ideals of liberty, justice, and equality 
‘which are the fundamental principles on 
which the Occidental civilization has 
grown. 

; ‘* The clergy and all the social classes 
of the nation have proved to the entire 
world in the course of the last few years 
that neither Persia nor Islamism are 
afraid to open their doors to the benefits 
of civilization. The Persians have entered 
with all the force which animates them 
on a period of evolution and liberty so as 
to obtain these things, the lack of which 
has caused them to be outdistanced for 
so long a time. 

‘“‘In their evolutionary march the Per- 
sians expected to obtain the protection 
pand co-operation of the entire world, but 
unfortunately this hope has been unful- 
filled, and, on the contrary, we have been 
oppressed systematically by the unfortu- 
nate influence of two Kuropean countries 
whose ambition and thirst for conquest 
directed them into an iniquitous path. 
These two countries have undertaken the 
sad work of preventing and stopping the 
march of the Orient toward progress and 
Civilization, 

‘The. troubles which have occurred in 
Persia are insignificant in comparison with 
those to which other countries have been 
exposed, and the crisis to which Russia 
'was driven five years ago was much more 
important than our own. In spite of our 
revolution no foreign subjects have been 
in danger in the course of the last four 
years. 

“Under the pretext of protecting the 
lives and fortunes of these subjects, the 
Russian Government,. regardless of all 
treaties, has caused its soldiers to enter 
Our territory and now, as a Condition of 
withdrawing them, it demands all sorts of 
concessions from the Persian Government. 

The Persians have been mistaken re- 
garding the policies recently pursued by 
Great Britain in Persia. In fact, they 
could not realize that the Liberal and. Con- 
stitutional British Government could, in 
Persia, pursue the policy of oppress: 
inaugurated by Russia. They rejoiced at 
the thought that the Foreign Office at 
London would demand from St. Peters- 
burg the immediate evacuation of the 
Russian Army from Persian territory, 
which at the time or their arrival there 
had certainly received the approval of 
the English Government. But unfortu- 
nately we were again mistaken by the 
suave appearance of English politics. 

“The English Legation at Teheran has 
addressd a humiliating note to our Gov- 
ernment threatenin our independence, 
which dates from the most remote an- 
tiquity. The English Government vlainly 
declares that it wishes to intervene with- 
in three months in*South Persian affairs, 
thus giving the Russian Government the 
pretext so greatly sought for, to interfere 
officially in Persran affairs and to ac- 
complish in this way the division of our 
territory. 

‘The British Government, in order to 
explain and impose its protection, had as 
a pretext the insecurity and lack of armed 
force in our country. It appears clearly 
to those who have been able to follow the 
Persian crisis that the Government at 
Teheran was in need of money, as all 
countries are when a change of régime 
has taken place. But the English and 
Russians, foreseeing the projected re- 
forms and apprehending an economic re- 
vival, created all sorts of obstacles, thus 
preventing other countries from relieving 
our financial position. 

‘‘Wngland and Russia took advantage of 
pretexts which had no foundation and 
menaced us in order to intimidate us and 
enslave our country. 

“We beg to ask our representatives at 
Parliament to take the necessary meas- 
ures so as to effect the evacuation of for- 
eign troops from Persian territory.

OUR SENSE OF HUMOR 


English Women Will Get the Vote 
First, He Tells Suffragettes, Be- 
cause They Amuse the People. 








‘VICTORIA A BAD EXAMPLE 





Pastor Ridicules the Anti-Suffragette 
Who Quoted Her Arguments Against 
Giving Women the Ballot. 





The Rey. Dr. Aked delivered what he 
called a sermonette yesterday afternoon 


upon the American lack of humor at the 
legislative demonstration meeting of the 
Woman Suffrage Party at the Broadway 
Theatre. It was the first of a series of 
three meetings organized by the_ suf- 
fragists o voice their demand that the 
Legislature shal! suymit the question of 
‘votes for women” to the people. The 
theatre was- crowded, and Dr. Aked’s ad- 
dress was heartily applauded. Mrs. Carrie 
Chapman Catt presided, and Assistant 
District Attorney Robert Elder of Kings 
County, Mrs. James Lees Laidlaw, Mrs. 
Ruth Litt, and Mrs. Minnie Reynolds 
were present to answer the charges made 
by Richard Barry against the women who 
are now voters. 

Dr. Aked was the last speaker on the 
programme, and his address was extempo- 
raneous. Mrs. Laidlaw, who preceded 
him, had said: ‘We suffragists work 
along in a dull, gray way, except upon a 
mirthful occasion like yesterday,’’ re- 
ferring to the anti- suffragette lecture in 
the Lyceum Theatre and the suffragette 
demonstration outside. 

cs despaired of. finding a text for my 
sermonette,’’ Dr. Aked said, ‘until I 
heard Mrs. Laidlaw’s speech. To dare to 
breathe undér the shadow of the Stars 
and Stripes that the American people have 
not a sense of humor is more deadly than 
anything that ever happened in ancient 
barbarian lands when we used to burn 
each other quite cheerfully. I’ve always 
believed it, but wild horses wouldn't have 
dragged it from me. Now you can blame 
it all on your beautiful C ‘hairman of Man- 
hattan, Mrs. Laidlaw. Ill hide behind 
her skirts. 

‘“Why do you suppose the English wo- 
men are so near the desire of the best 
of them? They have worked with a mag- 
nificent zeal and _ self-sacrifice, never 


equaled by any but those Russian women: 


who heve fought for liberty, and they wif 
enfranchised before the women in this 
country because of the more highly de- 
veloped sense of humor of the English 
people. 

“The fact that the English women have 
long been doing valuable political work 
without beng enfranchsed themselves 
has appealed even to the eiementary sense 
of humor of the English people. Why. 
even Mrs. Humphrey W a taken 
upon herself to tell tue American women 
in a woman’s magazine that the Amer- 
ican woman, with her a is a 
disgrace to the country, and the spectacle 
of Satan rebuking sin would make even 
an Englishman laugh. 

“But what do you think one of your 
American women, a daughter of liberty, 
born under the Stars and Stripes, has 
sent to me, a superior American? [Laugh- 
ter.}] Why are you laughng? I am a 
superior American. I am one by choice 
This woman has 
quotation from remarks ot 
Victoria, with different passages 
marked, so that I shall not lose the sense, 
in which Victoria, in tones which in a 
less exalted person would have been hys- 
terical, calls upon the people to resist 
‘ this terr ible demand for woman’s rights.’ 
This from a woman!” 

Then Dr. Aked reviewed at length the 
reign of the late Queen, who he said ex- 
erted the greatest political power that 
any woman ever did in all history.

Mamy*expect from 
now On to see the graft inquiry run from 
Cassidy’s Democratic clubhouse, which 
faces the new Queens County Court 
House, in Court Square, Long Island City. 

Mr. ‘Train, from his headquarters m 
the Queens County Courthouse, issued 
this statement yesterday: _ 

“The new Attorney General refers to 


my having submitted a bill for services | 


amounting to $9,000, and a fair reading 
of his statement would, apparently, give 
the impression that I had been paid that 
amount. Mr. Carmody omits to state 
that, in point of fact, he himself, as Mr. 
O’Malley’s successor, forwarded to me a 
check for $7,000 on Jan. 6 last, the same 
being the value of my services as cer- 
tified by Mr. O'Malley and the financial 
advisor of the Governor. 

“When Iwas designated. as Special

The names presented were 
ex-Senator James Bb. Frazier of Chatta- 
nooga, G. T,. Fitzhugh of Memphis, both 
fusionists, and Newell Sanders of Chatta- 
nooga, Chairman of the Republican State 
Committee, 

On the only ballot taken Sanders led 
with 21 votes, Fitzhugh got 17, and 
Frazier 15. The Democrats voted for any- 
body except the men nominated. The 
thing of especial interest was the fact 
that Frazier got four Democratic votes, 
three from his home county. Sixty-seven 
votes is necessary to elect. 

Democrats are wondering to-night 
whether the Republican votes were purely 
out of compliment for the veteran Chair- 
man or given with a hope of electing a 
Republican Senator. If the Republicans 
stand out for a Republican and the fusion 
lines hold fast, many think Gov.-elect 
Hooper has a better chance of going to 
the Senate from Tennessee than any of 
his- party since reconstruction days. 

There is more of this sort of talk since 
the ballot to-day than there has been 
since the election. Hooper has said he is 
not a candidate, and his friends say he 
would not accept,

PAY BACK $1,500,000. 
OF GRAFT ON CAPITOL 


Contractors and Others Con- 
cerned in Pennsylvania Scan- 
dal Make Restitution. 








CRIMINAL ACTION DROPPED 





State Declares Satisfaction Except in 
Huston in Which 
Architect Got a Jail Sentence. 


Proceeding, 





HARRISBURG, Penn., Jan. 10.—Restitu- 
tion to the amount of $1,300,000 and the 
surrender of warrants aggregating $200,- 
000, upon which payment had been 
stopped, were made in the Dauphin Coun- 
ty Court to-day by the men convicted or 
Otherwise implicated by the State of 
Pennsylvania in the Capitol frauds. 

The Commonwealth _now agrees to drop 
all further criminal action against the 
defendants indicted, with the exception 
of the case of Joseph M. Huston of Phila- 
delphia—under an indeterminate sentence 
of from six months to two years. 

The new State Capitol with its rich fur- 
nishings cost approximately $13,000,000. Of 
this sum the State alleged it had been de- 
frauded out of about $5,000,000. Attorney 
General M. Hampton Todd, who conduct- 
ed the .prosecutions, sald that the total 
amount received to-day end through 
restitutions heretofore made by certain 
defendants was $1,595,740. To date the 
State has spent $107,961 in prosecuting 
the cases. 

_ Among the defendants who participated 
in the settlement tu-cay were the fol- 
lowing: 

Estate of John H. Sanderson of Philadel- 
phia, contractor for the wooden furnishings, 
&c., who died in New York after he had 
been convicted and sentenced and was out 
on bail pending appeal. 

Estate of W. L. Mathues of Media, a for- 
mer State Treasurer, who died after sen- 
tence. 

William P. Snyder of Spring City, a for- 
mer Auditor General, now serVing two years 
in the penitentiary. 

John M. Shumaker of Johnstown, a for- 
mer Superintendent of Grounds and Build- 
ings, now serving-.a two years’ sentence 

Joseph M.* Huston, architect of the Cap- 
itol and designer of its furniture, under 
sentence and awaiting disposition of appeal. 

Frank G. Harris of Clearfield, a former 
State Treasurer, and E. B. Hardenburgh of 
Honesdale, a former Auditor General, pred- 
ecessors of Mathues and Snyder, who were 
sued civilly to recover money. 

Former Congressman H. Burd Cassel of 
Marietta, Penn., acquitted of a charge of 
fraud in connection with a méta] furniture 
contract, 

The Sanderson estate surrendered war- 
rants amounting to $108,879, and Huston’s 
representatives handed over warrants 
amounting to $50,000. There were two 
civil actions brought by the State. One 
was against the contractor for wooden 
furniture, Sanderson. On this the sum 
collectéd was $1,100,000, The other was 
against the contractors for metal furni- 
ture, in which Cassel was involved. On 
this contract $200,000 was turned back. 

The Capitol fraud exposure was one of 
the indirect results of the political up- 
heaval in Pennsylvania in 1905, after Will- 
iam H. Berry, a Democrat, was elected 
State Treasurer.

. vocal style have also been potent factors 
' only less noteworthy in his achievements 
in this field. Mr. Renaud’s. voice is not a 
great one, nor is it marked by any \ex- 
traordinary beauty or power. It no longer 
possesses the freshness of youth, and its 
range has been encroached upon by the 
|remorseless tooth of time. But he has the 
inestimable power of dramatic coloring in 
/ his voice, and likewise the skill of an ac- 
complished vocalist; and this skill now 
stands him in good stead. His upper 
' tones are somewhat lacking in quality 
and resonance, and he is not always sure 
of reaching the pitch squarely in them. 

These things were in evidence in his 
singing yesterday, but he managed his re- 
sources admirably to minimize the- points 
. of weakness and to make the most of his 
|} points of strength, and his singing was 
| full of artistic beauty and of truly imag- 
-inative quality. He has a full realization 
of the meaning and value of legato sing- 
'ing, of the plastic modeling of the phrase, 
'and in the music of the elder style this 
was a source of delight to his listeners. 
| His delivery of these airs had warmth 
'and expressiveness, tenderness, depth of 
: feeling, and. sincerity; and it was to be 
expected that he should approach them 
with the highest appreciation and intelli- 
gence, and with a fine feeling for the 
style which they demand. They suffered 
in their juxtaposition from a too great 
similarity in their general character, re- 
lieved only by the ‘‘Serenade of Don 
/Juan,’’ in which Mr. Renard subtly sug- 
moana the ironical spirit at the bottom 
of it. 


There was much beauty in his singing 


characterization of their moods might

Yet the conclusion 
seemed inevitable that such music in such 
surroundings does not give Mr. Renaud 
his fullest scope, and that his remark- 
able powers are most felicitously em- 
ployed in dramatic music upon the stage.

SUSTAINS CONEYISLAND FARE| 


Service Commission Decides Against 





The Public Service Commission handed 
down a decision yesterday dismissing the 
complaint of James Monheimer against 
the Coney Island & Brooklyn Railway 
which operates the so-called Smith Street 
surface cars to Coney Island asking that 


this company should be required to re- 
establish a five cent fare to the island on 
days other than Saturdays, Sundays and 
holidays. The proceeding followed a pre- 
vious decision of the commission in which 
Commissioner Bassett held that the Coney 
Island and Brooklyn Company could not 
be obliged to establish a five cent fare 
on Saturday, Sundays and holidays, but 
might be required to do so on other days. 

Commissioner Bassett heard the evi- 
dence on the Monheimer complaint which 
followed his previous decision, anu he and 
Commissioner Maltbie dissent from the 
three majority members of the Commiss- 
ion. Commissioner Eustis who writes the 
prevailing opninion says that the actuai 
value of the company’s property, on which 
large expenditures are being made for 
betterments ordered by the Commission, 
is about five million dollars, against which 
there is outstanding capital having a par 
value of $8,641,962 and a present market 
value of $7,868,152. 

The Commissioner's figures do not take 
into account any franchise values, al- 
though the company its taxed on the basis 
of a five million dollar franchise valua- 
tion. Mr. Eustis shows that in the year 
ended June 30 last, the company’s net

From Henry lL, Huntington there 1s 
asked by the complaint an accounting and 
a refund of amounts received for the 
National Steel and Wire stock which he 
sold to the complainants, as the com- 
plaint alleges, through misrepresentations 
as to the value of the properties that were 
being taken into the company and its 
financial condition from time to time. 
The complaint recites that the National 
Steel and Wire Company, organized in 
1902, issued a statement two years later, 
audited by Wilkinson, Reckett, Williams 
& Co., public accountants, in which the 
company’s balance sheet showed a sure 
plus of $69,908. At this time, according 
to the complaint, the National Steel anu 
Wire was saddled with._a heavy deficit 
and was practically insolvent. 

The balance sheet, so the complaint re- 
cites, showed among the assets of the 
company $1,000,000 in the stock of the 
De Kalb Fence Company and a like 
amount of the stock of the Union Fence 
Company, both Maine corporations, and 
similar amounts of the stock of two cor- 
porations with identical names, organized 
in the State of Illindis. The book value 
of these companies, according to the com-

|profits were 8% per cent, on his valuation 
of its actual property and would be but 
6% per cent, if corrections were made to 
adjust operating expenses to normal con- 
ditions, He does not conhider these prof- 
its excessive on a ten cent fare ‘‘for a 
company of this kind going through a re- 
habilitation.”’

TO UPHOLD NEW COURTS. 


Charity Organization Committee Will 
Meet Attacks on Them in Albany. 


Steps to figh: an attack in the Legis- 








ster of Boston, now dead, wes President 
of the National Steel and Wire Company , 
and Mr. Huntington Chairman of the Ex-, 
ecutive Committee, the former wrote a; 
letter to the firm of Slaughter & Cole | 
grave, solicitors of London, recommend- 
ing the purchase of National Steel and 
Wire stock. There was some exchange! 
of correspondence, in the course of which 
the London Stock Bank wrote to J. P. 
Morgan & Co. asking about the value of 
the stock of the company. A copy of the 
reply of the Morgan firm is attached to 
the complaint. This letter states that in 
March preceding there had been some dis- 
satisfaction among the National Steel and 
Wire stockholders, but that the firm had 
been assured by Henry L. Huntington 
that the company was in good financial 
condition. 

As to Mr. Huntington, the letter said: 

‘‘Mr. Huntingeon is a gentleman well 
known in‘this community, and any opin- 
ion expressed by him is entitled to con- 
sideration.”’ 

On receipt of this letter Mr, Slaughter 
of the English law firm bought National 
Steel and Wire stock and recommended it 
as a purchase to his clients. He and they, 
according to the complaint, were encour- 
aged in these purchases by statements 
from Mr. Huntington that the corporation 
was doing-finely, and they were told that 
Ogden Mills was among the stockholders. 
In September, 1904, the defendants gave 
their proxies to Huntington, Ogden Mills, 
and Henry W. Munroe as a voting trust 
and the following year the company went 
into insolvency. 

A projected reorganization followed, in- 
volving the exchange of the National Wire 
stock for the Consolidated Company’s 
bonds, after which, the complaint de- 
elares, discovery was made of the frauds 
alleged. 

The Consolidated Company which issued 
the bonds. according to the complaint, has 
no plant, and most of companies which 
are its nominal subsidiaries have since 
become insolvent. It is asserted that at 
one stage of the zusiness Huntington and 
Webster bought stock of the Safety In- 
sulated Wire and Cable Company at $15 
a share and sold it to the National Wire 
at $70 a share. 


GERRY SOCIETY’S BUSY YEAR. 


The Welfare of 51,000 Children 
volved in its Work In 1910. 


The report of Supt. Thomas D. Walsh of 
th eNew York Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Children, submitted Yester- 
day to the Directors, show that last year 
18,541 complaints involving the welfare of 
51,000 children were investigated. This 


is the largest number in any year in the 
history of the Society. 

In all 2,776 children were sent to instl- 
tutions and the Society sheltered 7,899 
children. Of its charges 2,238 children 
were released on parole in charge of spec- 
jal officers of the society and nearly 90 
per cent. of these were released after 

eriods of from three months to a year. 

resident Lindsay reported that offenders 
against children convicted were sentenced 
to prison for terms aggregating 170 years. 

A report was also submitted concerning 
the neurological department established 
by the society in which children arrested 
for various offenses are examined as to 
their mental and physical status. The be- 
lief was expressed that these examina- 
tions go far toward determining the dis- 
positions of these cases in the courts. 
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lature on the Night Courts of this city 
and on the Women’s Court were taken 
last night at the twenty-eighth annual 
meeting of the Charity Organization So- 
ciety. 


With Chief Judge Russell and Chief 
Magistrate Kempner of Brooklyn on the 
platform and Chief Magistrate McAdoo 
of Manhattan one of the principal speak- 
ers the meeting was devoted to the work 
of the newly created Committee on Crimi- 
nal Courts. This committee, it was ex- 
plained, was designed to baek up the 
Magistrates in their work, to see that 
they got credit for the good work they 
do, and to gain for them consideration 
from the Board of Estimate. 

Julius Mayer said the fight on the Night 
Court and on the Women’s Court would 
be met by the committee. In the four 
months of. September, October, November, 
and’ December about 6,000 men had come 
into the Night Court, 3,400 of whom had 
been discharged and were able to return 
to their work the next morning. This 
alone was sufficient, he said, to prove 
‘he necessity of the Night Court. He was 
anxious, he said, for the Women's Court 
to demonstrate its usefulness. 


PLANS FOR FIFTH AVENUE. 


The Association Hopes to Improve the 
Street’s Future Architecture. 








The annual meeting of the Fifth Ave- 
nue Association was held at the Holland 
House last night. President Robert Grier 


Cooke, referring to the matters covered 
in his annual report, said: 


“Without doubt the most ambitious and 
far-reaching plan which the association 
has yet espoused for Fifth Avenue is that 
looking for the guidance of the future 
architecture of the section. 

“Among the other suggestions for the 
Fifth Avenue district may be mentioned 
that for uniformed guards or ushers on 
the avenue, the planting of trees, the fur- 
ther widening of the roadway above For- 
ty-eighth Street, which is likel yto come 
e0on; the reducing of the number of pa- 
rades,. and double-decked sidewalks.”’ 

It was decided to call a special meet- 
ing for Jan. 24 to discuss the subway sit- 
uation, and officers for next year were 
elected as follows: President~—Robert 
Grier Cooke; Vice Presidents—Simon 
Brentano, Willlam Post Sackett, and 
Richard W. Meade; Secretary—Thomas B.

While Mrs, Cloud stopped to pick up 
the lock Miss Oglebay, greatly mystified,

“He was quite a man, too,’’ said Miss 

Oglebay afterward .in. describing: him. 
‘“‘He was tall and broad-shouldered and 
clean-shaven. He wore nicely made black 
clothes, and. looked quite prosperous.”’ 
“ Why, it’s a burglar!” exclaimed Miss 
Oglebay involuntarily as soon as she saw 
himn. Before she could say anything more, 
however, the burglar ran past her toward 
the outer doorway. Seeing Mrs. Cloud, 
who is larger and stronger than her sec- 
retary, barring his path, he rushed at her 
and drawing a revolver struck her on the 
vight side of the head with it, knocking 
her to the tloor. 

As he sped uuwn stairs, Miss Oglevay 
ran to the tront window of the apartment 
and opened it. Sne saw the thief run 
out of the door into the street, just as she 
threw the window up.

COMMANDER SIMS’S REPRIMAND. 

President Tart wisely takes no note 
of Commander §Sims’s excellent serv- 
ices to his country in directing Secre- 
tary MryrrR to reprimand him for his 
ill-considered remarks at the Guild- 
hall. Manifestly the large abilities of 
the man in this case and the force of 
his influence made his offense the more 
glaring. Commander Sims has done 
good service in the navy, and has fré- 
quently shown himself to be an alert, 
far-sighted, progressive man. Th® Pres- 
ident indicates in his letter to the Sec- 
retary of the Navy the restrictions an 
American naval officer should observe 
in making a public speech in a foreign 
country. It has often seemed that it 
would be well if our army and navy 
officers would avoid speechmaking alto- 
gether when they are abroad, and gen- 
erally when they are at home. Elo- 
quence, the gift of gab, serve the sol- 
dier and sailor not at all. 

Commander Sims will not lose rank in 
the navy, and he will not suffer much 
in the esteem of his countrymen. But 
it is not pleasant to be reprimanded or 
to feel, as Commander Sims must now 
feel, that the reprimand is deserved. 
We may be quite sure that his utter- 
ances will be guarded in the future. 








HYDE SHOULD BE REMOVED. 

It is incompatible with the public in- 
terest and with public decency for 
CHARLES H. Hype longer to retain the 
office of City Chamberlain. Mr. Hyng 
has been absent from his office and 
from the city since the first of Decem- 
ber, and, we believe, he has not been 
in attendance at the office of the City 
Chamberlain much, if any, more than 
half of the time since his appointment. 
During his present absence from his 
post of duty hundreds of thousands of 
dollars of the city’s money have been 
yocked up through the failure of a bank- 
ing institution, and yesterday the Bank- 
ing Commission held a meeting to con- 
sider questions in respeet to the choice 
of depositories for the city funds and 
Mr. HYDE was not present. Mr. Hypn’s 
name has been brought into the scandal 
over the alleged use of money to defeat 
the race track bills, and, although the 
Investigating Committee of the Legis- 
lature has desired his presence, and has 
issued a subpoena to compe! his attend- 
ance, he has not appeared and the com- 
mittee has been unable to find him. A 
man under such charges who neglects 
or refuses to appear and defend his 
reputation is not at all the sort of per- 
son for an office of trust, the incum- 
bent of.:which is charged with the duty 
of safeguarding public funds. 

By his absence from the city at a 
time when any man with a sense of re- 
sponsibility would have let nothing pre- 
vent his return, Mr. Hyper has exhaust- 
ed the public patience, and we should 
say that his’course ought to have ex- 
hausted the Mayor’s patience. At any 
rate, his unfitness for the office he 
holds has been abundantly demonstrat- 
ed. He should be forthwith removed. 








VALUES AND VALUATIONS. 

The echo of the increase of the tax 
valuations is prompt and according to 
The city now has ample 
funds to build the city’s own subways, 
and the construction of the Triborough 
route should be proceeded with prompt- 
ly. Thus, Controller PRENDERGAST 
says: “ This increase in valuation com- 
pletely supports the contention by ad- 
vocates of an independent subway sys- 
tem that an eQualization of real estate 
valuations throughout the city weuld 
provide ample funds for its construc- 
tion.” And President MiTcHEL, at the 
conference with the Interborough rep- 
resentative, repeated his contention 
that the city money should be spent 
only on construction of a line competi- 
tive with the Interborough. His de- 
sire for competition is so much strong- 
er than his desire for rapid transit that 
he supported a proposition whereby thé 
Interborough’s proposal should be 
amended so that rapid transit on the 
east and west sides could be separated, 
in order that the city might acquire a 
through route on the east side, and 
leave the through route on the west 
side to the Interborough. Thus no 
rider could have an option of riding 
over either route according to his con- 
venience, or of beginning his ride on 
cone and finishing on the other. but 
would be limited strictly to a single 
ride oh either side’ of the city. The 
President of the Board of Aldermen 
knows little either of the interests of 
the city or of the preferences of its 
citizens if he thinks that this proposal 
is desirable. 

The argument that, because the city 
has the power to borrow it therefore 
should spend in this particular man- 
ner is not convincing. If the city is to 
invest in rapid transit at all, it should 
do so only on the lines that private 
capital must follow. The special ap- 
plication of this general pririciple is 
that the city should invest whatever it 
spends in the manner most productive 
of values which shall justify the op- 
pressive assessments just announced. 
If the city needs to spend nothing be- 
cause private capital can be attracted 
by hope of profit, so much the bétter. 
But under no conditions should the 
city Aassume the entire expense in such 
a manner that the potential capacity of 
creating market values of realty shall 
be squandered in support’ of a barren 
ideality. There are no dividends in. 
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as though the Triborough were de- 
signed maliciously to waste this solace 
to the taxpayers for the burdens cast 
upon them. When subways run a 
block or so apart there is little stimu- 
lus to market values. Certainly there 
is no stimulus where subways are not 
constructed. Yet throughout its length 
the Triborough either closely parallels 
the Interborough, or else does not reach 
large districts served by the proposed 
Interborough extensions. 

The merit of this route is thought to 
be that it annoys the Interborough. The 
objection to it is that it is prejudicial 
to property owners’ interests, and 
therefore is not to the city’s interests. 
The basic interests of farepayers, tax- 
payers, and the city are identical with 
the interests of the Interborough, de- 
spite every attempt to make it seem 
that there is some antagonism between 
them. There is a close proportion be- 
tween rental values, tax valuations, and 
surplus above operating expenses of 
the Interborough. The same cannot be 
said of the Triborough. In fact, almost 
the reverse is true. The expenditure 
of $200,000,00Q.0n the Triborough would 
certainly place a tax lien ahead of net 
income on every piece of realty in the 
city, and certainly the Triborough 
would not advantage every piece of 
realty. On the other hand, the Infer- 
borough proposal would not burden 
any property owner or taxpayer, and 
would produce a much greater justifi- 
cation of the tax values just announced, 
along @ greater length of line, and in 
more widely distributed areas. There 
is no comparison between the two 
routes regarding their comparative ac- 
cess to residential and office districts. 
This promises an enlargement of dis- 
tricts available to business and resi-

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THE HEAPE CASE. 

Laws are made ridiculous when they 
are enforced as the immigration law 
was enforced in the case of the boy 
CHARLES HEAPE, who was taken from 
an ocean steamship to Ellis Island sim- 
ply because he had come to this country 
without either of his parents. He was, 
in fact, in the cémpany of an uncle, 
who was presumably perfectly well 
qualified to take charge of a minor and 
to be responsible for any offenses he 
might commit in this foreign land. The 
immigration officials, who held this lad 
in custody for thirty-six hours, pride 
themselves™on their obedience to the 
strict letter of the law. The detention 
of a child under 16 years of age, unac- 
companied by either parent, is permit- 
ted by the law. But ordinary human 
discretion might have prevented the 
authorities from enforcing the letter of 
the law in this case. Indéed, a formal 





inquiry might have been made on ship- 
board with little or.no delay. As it 
was, a very brief examination was re- 
quired when the officers chose to have 
an examination. 

The stricter the immigration ‘laws 
the better for the country. But the en- 
forcement of laws restraining personal 
freedom should always be made with 
discretion. Obviously there is no intent 
on the part of the Government to ex- 
clude from this country an English lad 
of good family, who is on a lrdliday trip 
in company with his mother’s brother, 
a solvent man of affairs. 
in thé Heape case is the inevitable in- 
ference, not at all borne out by the re- 
sult, that the officers had reason to sus- 
pect something wrong. This might 
have been avoided and the spirit of the 
law, if not its very letter, duly ob- 
served, if the examination the officers 
thought necessary had been made on 
shipboard immediately on the ship’s 
arrival.

THE PLEA FOR MRS. MARTIN. 

After a long delay the Newark court 
has accepted the plea of non vult, sig- 
nifying not guilty of manslaughter but 
unwilling to contest against the prose- 
cution, In the case of Mrs. CAROLINE 
MARTIN, the mother of Ocry SNEAD. 
The death of Mrs. SNEAD was accom- 
panied by mysterious circumstances, 
and the mystery has not yet beeh 
salved. VIRGINIA WARDLAW, one of the 
three sisters indicted for Mrs. SNEApD’s 
murder, escaped the law through self- 
inflicted starvation in jail. It is likely 
that the sentence of Mrs. Martin, in 
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punishment, Whatever their crime 
may be, short of premeditated murder, 
the mother and aunts of Ocry SNBEAD 
have certainly been severely punished. 

But they have persistently refused to 
explain any circumstance in connection 
with the young woman’s death. The 
removal from Brooklyn to East Orange, 
the occupancy of an unfurnished house, 
the strange and horrible vigil of Vir- 
GINIA WARDLAW at the time of the 
girl’s death are not compatible with 
the theory of willing suicide. Neither 
are they compatible with any other 
theory of the case that can be formed 
from the evidence. One of the accused 
women is dead, the others have been 
long imprisoned, and frequently ques- 
tioned {n court. But the impenetrable 
mystery remains. No word has been 
spoken designed to throw light on the 
causes of Mrs. Sngap's misery, her de- 
sire for death, or the strange manner 
in which she died. The law has fafled 
in this case, yet the general sentiment 
will be that the punfshment of the of- 
fenders has been sufficient. 








TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


The indictment for 
perjury of Dr. LOUISE 
ROBINOVITCH, sister of 
the bank looter ROBIN, 
for denying the pres- 
ence in this country of their parents in 
her petition for a committee to take 
charge of,.her brother’s person and estate, 
and that she and a second brother, known 
by the name of ROBINSON, are his only 
heirs at law, brings up afresh the ques- 
tion why there are not more trials for 
perjury in the courts. W. A, PURRINGTON 
has found that in the first seven years 
of the last decade there were but fifty 
convictions in New York County out of a 
total of 173 cases tried. Mayor GAYNOR 
while Judge wrote a paper expressing 
the opinion that the failure to punish 
these offenders—they are legion—was due 
to the proneness in recent years of ap- 
peal Judges to ‘‘meddle with and ad- 
versely criticise trial Judges in matters 
submitted to the discretion of the latter.”’ 
Hie added: 

A trial Judge may feel reluctant to com- 
mit a perjurer during the trial of a case 
if on appeal some Judge (and, maybe, one 
who never tried a case) is to hem and haw 
over his conduct, and say maybe it in- 
fluenced the jury—just as though it should 
not have its legitimate influence like every- 
thing else in this world—and s0 on. 


But, as a matter of fact, it is often ex- 
ceedingly difficult to prove this crime. 
The law requires that conviction can be 
had, not merely when the testimony is 
false, but when it is willingly and know- 
ingly false, and that it must be of ma- 
terial importance in the case, and must 
have been sworn to before some person 
or tribunal legally entitled to administer 
the oath. Moreover, the oath must be 
positive, else it must be proved con® 
clusively that the affiant knew that to 
be false to which he swore as true. This 
task, difficult in most cases of like nature, 
confronts the District Attorney in the 
case of Miss ROBINOVITCH.

The address dellv- 
ered last night by the 
Courts Are to Hon. BRONSON =o 
TrHRoP, Chairman oO 
be Bettered. its committee co- 
operating with the Magistrates’ Courts 
and the Court ofeSpecial Sessions, before 
the Charity Organization Society, denoted 
that new steps are to be taken to 
strengthen the organization of these 
courts, already ably begun under Chief 
Justice RussELL and Chief Magistrates 
McApoo and KEMPNER. The steps will 
not be backward. The mere fact, as 
Judge Jutius M. MAYER stated, that 3,400 
of the 6,865 men arraigned before the 
Men’s Night Court during the four 
months to Jan. 1, 1911, were discharged 
as innocent or with fines or under bail 
without detention in a cell over night, 
justifies the existence of that court. No 
Magistrate can get it abolished for his 
personal convenience. It is for the con- 
venience of the public. 

Instead of refusing a speedy hearing in 
Magistrates’ cases it should be increasing- 
ly granted to persons under arrest, and, 
further, the practice of issuing sum- 
monses without arrest to respectable citi- 
zens who bear cards of identification 
should be extended beyond charges of 
violating city ordinances to all manner of 
petty offenses. Haling a man to court 
on a minor charge of which He may be 
innocent is not only a humiliation, but 
it leaves the officer’s post and a neigh- 
borhood unprotected. The plan of obtain- 
ing these cards at Police Headquarters 
will be deservedly popular. At present 
the proportion of arrests to the population 
is twice that of London’s. One-half of 
them are worse than useless arrests. 

The joint meetings of the Boards of 
Magistrates under their new Chiefs have 
resulted, for one thing, in banishing the 
‘‘runners’”’ of the shyster lawyers from 
the courts and their vicinity, and they 
have checked improper discharges after 
trials and commitments. In the Night 
Court for Women and the Domestic Rela- 
tions Court the Magistrates have time to 
learn the special nature and requirements 
of the cases before them. An adequate 
system of records is taking shape. The 
need of more probation officers is becom- 
ing increasingly more apparent. The re- 
form of the lower courts has proceeded 
far enough to bring out desirable feat- 
ures, and to point to many future needs.

In the proposed new 
act drawn up by Com- 
missioner General of 
Immigration KEEF® is 
a provision making it 
unlawful, outside the United States and 
its jurisdiction, to “induce, assist, en- 
courage, or solicit any alien to come into 
the United States by promise of employ- 
ment through advertisements,” whether 
the promise be true or false. 

As complementing this proposal, we sug- 
gest that the Commissioner General eim- 
body in the draft of his bill a provision 
making it unlawful, within the United 
States and its jurisdiction, to induce, as- 
sist, encourage, or solicit any alien to 
depart from the United States by promise 
of employment or of profitable investment, 
whether by advertisement or otherwise, 
and whéther the promise be true or false. 

There is a big business done in “ accel- 
erating’ the return of aliens to Europe. 
It accounts largely for the remigration of 
from 250,000 to 400,000 immigrants yearly, 
taking with them cash savings upward of 
$200,000,000 to $300,000,000. The “ accelera- 
tion ’’ is contrary to the public interest. It 
should be stopped.

Would Grant Them In the Interest of

To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

The Inter-State Commerce Commission is not 
@ court, nor does it fall within the judicia} de- 
partment of the Govérnment. It is a body 
possessing delegated powers from Congress. 
The fixing of railread rates is pre-emimently 
& legislative function and in no sense a ju- 
dicial function. This power Congress has in- 
trusted to a committee of seven men. 

Bearing this firmly in mind, the argument 
Suggests itself: Just ag Congress is duty bound 
to voice the desires and demands of the Amer- 
ican public, no less should the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission do so. It is at this point 
that the administration of justice in a court 
of law differs; it is the function of the 
court to adjust the rights of the parties 
before it. Except in very rare instances it 
has no concern with the rights of parties 
not before it. It may be said that a court 
of law looks to the past, but that the legis- 
lative department of the Government looks to 
the future. Hence, it fellows that the great 
party to any case before Congress, pr any body 
acting under delegated powers from Congress, 
is the public. Shippers may argue for lower 
rates, railroads may argue for higher rates, 
but the real say in this matter lies with the 
public; what the publid desires for its best 
interests, that the commission should do, so 
plong as not in violation of the Constitution. 
Were Congress adjusting these rates, it would 
be conceded that the voice of the Netion, over 
and above all others, should be heard. For 
this reason, the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, uniike the courts, should give heed 
to public opinion im deciding the rate cases 
now before it. 

What is the will of the public in the present 
controversy between railroad company and 
shipper? 

Is it not that prosperity shall return at 
once—not ten years hence—but now? This 
means that the great railroads should have 
credit to-day. By being assured this credit, the 
greatest stroke that can be made for an imme- 
diate return of -confidence in business and 
prosperity throughout the Nation will be ef- 
fected. Let the railroads have the advances 
they ask, and by the gime Mr. Brandeis’s ef- 
ficiency schemes could be perfected, (not less 
than ten or twenty years hence,) such pros- 
perity will have returned throughout the Na- 
tion, that a National efficiency, greater than 
the efficiency for which Mr. Brandeis pleads, 
will have been accomplished. 

The railroads are the hands of a mighty 
youth among nations; do not tie them, let him 
use them; give him confidence that the* year 
1911 will be his year of greatest growth and 
advancement.

Congressman-eiect Thinke It Too Early 
to Plan a House Organization. 


Congressman-elect Martin W. Lfttleten 
issued a statement yesterday on the much- 
talked-of caucus of the new Democratic 
Congressmen to be held in Washington 
on Jan. 19, in which he said he didn’t 
entirely sympathize with the idea. “I 
don’t think it wise at this early date to 
crystallize the organization of the new 
House or to attempt in a short and hasty 
manner to create a plan of re-organiza- 
tion,’’ said Mr. Littleton. < 

‘‘In the first place it is unusual to call 
a caucus of congressmen-elect so far in 
advance of the time when they shall ac- 
tually take up their duties; and it cer- 
tainly is unusual to attempt the organiza- 
tion of the Lower House so far in advance 
of the time when it shall begin its work. 
I don’t think the country is interested as 
much in the way in which the House shal] 
be organized as it is in the things which 
the House proposes to do, If other words, 
I think the attitude of the House on_ the 
tariff question and on the other important 
questions is of more interest to the coun- 
try than is the committee or character 
of the committee which is to deal with 
these questions. 

“There is no doubt a necessity for a 
reform in the method by which committees 
are selected, and I think the country is 
quite convinced of the fact that the 
speaker should not have and exercise the 
power which he has hitherto exercised. 
It seems to me, however, that the best 
way to deal with the matter at this time 
is for the caucus on Jan. 19 to select the 
Democratic members of the Ways and 
Means Committee, because it will give 


and the caucus should pass a resolution 
authorizing the selection by the caucus 
of five or seven members as a Committee 
on Plans and Procedure. This committee 
should be authorized to investigate the 
rules of the House, go into the question 
of the power of the speaker, and do all 
necessary things to enable them to make 
a report on just what would be the best 
plan for the new House to adopt; how 
much power should: be taken trom the 
speaker and lodged. with the committees;

Than $3,000,000—Thirty Thousand 
Patients Treated In 1910, 
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The New York Hospital, the oldest in« 


“stitution of its kind in America, whose 


charter was granted by authority of 
George III., will shortly foresake the con- 
gested heart of the city in Sixteenth 
Street, just west of Fifth Avenue, and 
occupy @ site purchased on the river front 
between Fifty-fourth and Fifty-fitth 
Streets. The new hospital, including land, 
buildings, and equipment, is expected to 
cost the Society of the New York Hospi- 
tal in excess of $3,000,000. It will be the 
finest of its kind in the world, if the 
skill of architects employed by the hog- 
pital officials can make it so. 

It will be about a year before the build 
ings now occupying the block bounded by 
Hifty-fourth and Fifty-fifth Streets and 
Eleventh and Twelfth Avenues can be 
torn down and ground broken for the new 
hospital buildings.

Des Moines After Leaving Liberia. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Commander 
John F. Luby of the protected cruiser Des 
Moines died on board that vessel Sunday 
in the vicinity of Cape Verde Islands. The 
Navy Department was advised of Com- 
mander Luby’s death in a dispatch re- 
ceived to-day from the executive officer. 
It did not indicate the cause of death. 

The Des Moines is en route home from 
special service in Liberia. She is now at 
St. Vincent, Cape Verde Islands, and will 
make the remainder of the voyage with 
Lieut. Charles T. Burt, executive officer 
of the ship, in command. The body of 
Commander Luby will be taken to Boston, 
where the vessel is scheduled to arrive 
about Jan. 21. 

Commander Luby was born in Ireland, 
July 20, 1858, and was appointed a mid- 
Shipman in the navy from New York on 
June 25, 1876. During the Spanish-Amer- 
lcan war he served as the executive of- 
ficer of the fleet tender Yankton. A few 
years after the war he reached the grade 
of Lieutenant Commander, serving at va. 
rious stations and on various vessels of 
the navy. He was promoted to the grade 
ef Commander in 1907, and was placed in 





1889 the Chancellor appointed him Vice 
Chancellor, which office he held 
1907, when he retired owing to his age. A 
dinner was tendered to him in the Wal- 
dorf-Astoria, in New York, by the bench 
and bar of the State. 

Mr. Pitney was the trial Judge in the 
famous tobacco merger case, in which 
several eminent New York jurists were 
engaged. When Morristown had an oOp- 
portunity to purchase a water plant, and

CHARLES HILL MORGAN DEAD. 


Ex-President of Society of Mechanical 
Engineers and Steei Plant Owner, 


WORCESTER, Mass., Jan. 10.—Charles 
Hill Morgan, prominent as a mechanical 
engineer and an official of one of the 
United States Steel Corporation’s subsid- 
fary companies, died at his home here to- 
day. His inventions and improvements of 
machinery are used in stee! plants all 
over the world. 

Mr. Morgan was born in Rochester, N. 
Y., Jan. 8, 1831. As a boy of 12 years he 
started to earn his own living in a mill 
at Clinton, Mass., and he early developed 
unusual mechanical genius, and when still 
a young man his inventions began to be 
used in steel manufacturing plants. At 
the time of his death he was President of 
the two large steel concerns of this city 








Mr. Morgan was one of the founders and 
for forty vears a trustee of the Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute. In 1899 he was 
elected President of the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers, and the follow- 
ing year he arranged for the joint session 
of this organization with the Institute of 
Mechanical Engineers of Great Britain. 
This joint session was held in England, 
and because of his prominence as an In- 
ventor and engineer Mr.:Morgan was pre- 
sented to Queen Victoria of England, King 
Oscar of Sweden, and King Leopold of 
Belgium.

The hockey team of the New York Ath- 
letic Club scored its second victory of 
the Amateur Hockey League season at 
the St. Nicholas Rink last evening, de- 
feating the St. Nicholas seven in a game 
that was always hard fought, but for the 
most part lacking in spectacular play.

Castleman 
had been playing a star game for the New 
Yorkers, and had scored three of the five 
goals the Winged Footers had made up 
to the time he was injured. His passing 
was fine, and he also starred in individ- 
ual play, making several sprints the full 
length of the rink. He had drawn the 
only penalty of the game in the first half, ! 
being sent to the side lines for two min- 
utes for tripping, and his absence was 
felt as soon as he had left the floor. The 
St. Nicks, who had been playing a de- 
fensive game for the most part, imme- 
diately assumed the aggressive and suc- 
ceeded in scoring one of their two goats 
before Castleman's return. | 

But for some clever work by Washburn 
at the St. Nicholas goal the New Yorkers 
would have run up a much larger score. 
The youngster,: who plays the same posi- 
tion for the Columbia seven, has been 
engaged in place of Von Bermuth, who 
played against the Crescents recently, and 
laost night he made his début in a Bt. 
Nicholas uniform. He did all that was 
expected of him, and a trifle more. He 
turned away drives which were showered 
at him from all angles, and his work was 
the feature of the St. Nicholas team’s

playing. The veteran Mills, at the other 
cage, was the same steady performer as 
before, but his work was light In com- 
parison to that of his opponent. The 
amount of work which the rival cag 
guardians had to perform was about pro- 
portionate to the final score of the game. 

The St. Nicks showed the same failing 
which marked their play in their defeat 
by the Crescents Friday night—inability to 
work together in carrying the puck up 
and down the rnik. On most of the 
rushes up the rink to the opponents’ goal 
the players were bunched, and passes, in- 
stead of going to another St. Nicholas 
player, usualy ended at the stick of a 
New York A. C. skater. All the St. Nich- 
olas forwards were able to turn in occa- 
sional dashes up the ice, but when 
checked by the New York defense brigade 
had no mate ready to take a pass. On 
the contrary, the New Yorkers showed up 
strongly at team play, and often carried 
the puck down the floor on short and 
accurate passes. The St. Nicks played 
much stronger on the defense than on 
the attack. 

The game was unusually clean, there 
being little unnecessary roughness. Only 
one penalty was inflicted, that on Castle- 
man in the first period for tripping, which 
looked unintentional. There was lots of 
offside playing, which slowed up the 
game, and the St. Nicks offended oftener 
in this work than did thei ropponents. 
Both teams went into the game hard and 
fast and plenty of spills resulted, but no 
injuries resulted from these falls. 

For the first two minutes of play 
neither team warmed up to the struggle 
and the playing was very slow. The first 
goal came in 2:38, Mallen counting forthe 
New Yorkers with a short shot past 
Washburn. The second goal was scored 
by the same player with another short 
drive, this time from a point directly in 
front of the St. Nicholas goal. Two min- 
utes later Castleman added another point 
to the New Yorkers’ total by gently 
pushing the puck over Washburn’s foot 
after the St. Nicholas goal tended had 
turned aside a long shot from the side of 
the rink.

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NEW CITY BONDS AUTHORIZED 


Controller Prendergast to) Sell Issue 
of $60,000,000 Jan. 24. 


The Sinking Fund Commission author- 
fizeG yesterday the issue by the city of 
$60,000,000 4% per cent. fifty-year bonds. 
The sale will be held by Controller Pren- 
per on Jan. 24.

Controller Prendergast issued this state- 
ment in explanation of the sale: 

'“The total amount of bonds now held 
by the investing public is but $689,666,508, 
of which amount $189,737,968 virtually 
are self-sustaining, leaving a net amount 
of bonds in the sum of $499,925,540, which 
are easily carried, both as to reduction of 
principal and the payment of interest by 
income other than that which emanates 
from taxation. 

“The miscellaneous income of the city 
from sources other than taxes has been } 
growing rapidly during the last few years, 
and shows an advance from $41,220,000 in 
1906 to $52,000,000 in 1910, constituting an 
amount sufficient at all times to pay off 
all the bonds held by the public in about 
thirty-five years, if need be, and to meet 
ail demands for interest, without a dollar 
of tax collections being used for that pur- 
‘pose, It has been the practice, however, 
to transfer the major portion of these 
revenues to the general fund, to be used, 
together with tax collections, to meet 
budget expenditures each yar. 

“The increase in the net funded debt 
of the city in 1908 was $56,819,353; in 1909, 
$59,016,575, while in 1910 it was but $41,- 
601,279. During this period bonds to the 
amount of $37,800,000 matured ang were

paid. Included in the fmcrease in the} 
funded debt during 1910 is the sum of 


$3.000,000 of bonds issued by the present 
administration to fund uncollectible taxes, 

which are an inheritance from the past. 
No ei were issued for this purpose 
during, 1908 or 1909; therefore, on a fair 
basis of comparison the increase in the 
funded debt for 1910 was but $38,600,000, 
as compared with $59,000,000 for the pre- 
ceding year, making a relative difference 
of $20,400,000 for the same class of €x- 
penditure. 

‘‘Prior to the last bond sale [ an- 
nounced my intention to fund $5,000,000 
from the two bond sales of 1910. As stat- 
ed, $3,000,000 was so funded, but as it hap- 
pily proved to be unnecessary to hold a 
second sale during the year, the additional] 
sum of $2,000,000 will be included in the 
funding operations of 1911. 

‘‘Owing to the experience of last year 
it perhaps would be unwise to predict the 
exact time of the next sale, it being the 
hope that the experience of the last year 
may be repeated. The amount involved 
in the present sale makes it evident that 
expenditures cannot be kept down to the 
minimum of the preceding year, This is 
due largely to the growing demands of 
the new Board of Water Supply in con- 
nection with its work, and for additional 
rapid transit facilities. As these two 
classes of bonds eventually will be self- 
sustaining, the returns from the expen- 
diture in each case will greatly enhance 
the city’s assets. The demand for water 
oueside of the city limits during the past 
season, particularly in Westchester Coun- 
ity, indicates what a valuable asset the 
city ultimately will acquire in the water 
| supply from the Catskill watershed.” 

The opinion was expressed in banking 
‘circles yesterday that the city will find 
a market for all of the $60,000,000 fifty- 
year bonds -vhich it is soon to sell despite 
the fact that the interest rate, contrary 
to the expectation of a good many in 
Wall Street, has been fixed at 4% per 
cent. instead of 4% per cent. So far as 
could be learned yesterday there is to be no 
quasi-underwriting of the bonds such as 
was resorted to on the occasion of some 
previous issues of city bonds. Assur- 
ances have been received, however, of 
bids for large blocks of the bonds, includ- 
ings bids from several foreign banking 
centres, and these bids, in addition to 
such general demand as will exist for the 
bonds sre regarded as assuring the euc- 
cess of the issue.
